YANKEE POSTAGE STAMPS. 


The Great Quantity Made During the 
World's Fair Yoar, 


Postage stamps, stamped envelopes nud 
postal oarda are now all made by contract, 
ways Blue and Gray, none of the work be: 
ing done in Washington. At each factory 
inspectors are stationed, who muat exorcise 
atrict oversight of the whole businoss, 
from the taking in of the blank pxper to 
the sending out of the finished product up 
on requisitions from postmas ers, all of 
which pass through the department at 
Washington. Every sheet of paper must 
be necounted for, and if a gitigle stamp be 
imperfect or imperfeotly printed the who'e 
shoot contaluing the defective stamp must 
be sent to Washington for examination and 
destruction. From three to five millions 
of stamps are thus sent to Washington 
overy week, where thoy are carefully count: 
ed, ohécked off, and burned. 

Last yonr's issue of portage stamps was, 
in round figures, 4,000,000,000, If those 
had all been of the Columbian size they 
would havo been sufficient to make a ribbon 
long enough to encircle the earth threo 
times, with somothing of remainder. 
The postal cards used during the same 
period, if placed end to end, would pata 

aper girdle around the oarth thore than a 

lozon times, 

It may not be generally known that 
Unole Sam prints one postage stamp that 
is not for sale, i. the second-class matter 
stamp, This mp, new vr canceled, 
nevor passes out of the hands of the post- 
office officials, Poatago on periodicals is 
prepaid by the pound, in cash, and the 
rocoiving clerk cancels these special stamps 
to the value of the postage thus prepaid, 
and forwards the canceled stamps to the 
department as vouchers, 

It is not often that Uncle Sam displays 
any sentiment in the kind, size, or color of 
his stamps; bat last yoar he was persuaded 
by somobody to indulge ina little Colum: 
bian frivolity, and the result was a lot of 
overgrown stampa which were greedily 
bought at first and afterward voted o nuj- 
sance, Three thousand million of the Co- 
Iumbian stamps were ordered from the 
contractor at acoat of $170 per million, 
The ordinary stamp costa only $74.30 
por million, It did not take long to dis- 
cover that the public preferred the old 
size and style, and if Uncle Sam had not 

essed a ‘grinding monopoly” he would 
ave been badly overstocked with his over- 
Fortunately the 
contractor agreed to give up one-third of 
the contract, ao that only two thousand 
million of the large stamps were made. 
At the ond of the year one hundred and 
sixty-five million remained unsold. Here 
again was displayed tho advantages of a 
monopoly, for Unolé Sam simply divided 
up the lot and sent ont to some three 
thousand or more prosidental postoflices, 
with instructions to the postmusters to 
give the public nothtng else until the 
Columbian stock shall be disposed of.

At this pretty 
port of Anlesand, which the writer visited 
last summer while in Norway making 
preliminary investigations and arrange 
ments for this enterprise, we shall take | 
possession of our stenmer about the mid 
dle of April. Ten days later we shall sail 
through the beautiful fords of the weat 
const of Norway for Tromsoe and thence 
depart, about May 1, for the dominions 
of the ice king in the region of the pole.

It required nerve, both of the financial 
and the other sort; to blave out a new 
pathway in the construction of bouts for 
anarctic expedition, but we bad it, and 
the result surpasses our expectations, Our 
project, it xhould bo remembered, is dis 
tinctively a sledging and boating expedi 
tion foward the pole, It is 1ot an attempt 
terench the pole in a ship. After the 
Ragnavald Jarl leaves us ot the edge of 
the icv pack these little bonts will be our 
only craft. They will be life or death to | 
ux. If they do their appointed work, the 
chances are a hundred to one that wesball 
return In safety. Uf they (nil—well, they 
can’t fail They are the lightest and strong 
ext bonts of their size ever built anywhere 

The Metal of the Fature. 

After returning from Europe last sum 
mer the writer determined to embark in 
polar exploration for at least one year if 
he could carry out bis plains, He knew 
the lee pack could be traversed if the 
weights to be carried could be made light 
enough or the power applied in moving 
them could be made great enough, To at 
tempt thia feat with a reasonable chance 
of kiccess he knew certain constructions 
nud devices would be necessary, and the 
yhestion was if they were within the lim 
its of practice in the mechanical arts. It 
was he J aluminium, ‘the metal of the 
future,’ would solve the problem of great 
ext strength with least weight, but alu 
minium was only coming into use, and, 
as to its value there was everything to 
learn by trial, This was a business in 
which we could afford experiments only 
before entering the field and not after 
ward. It was an enterprise in which we 
early decided tho very best the arts and 
kelences could produce and money could 
buy was not too good for us, but in which 
uothing impractical or bavardous could be 
ventured 

What the Bonts Must Endure. 

One of the important questions which 
we had to decide was of what material the 
boats should be constructed. The boats 
must be both lHght aod strong, They

er stronger than the very best iron, and 
with 65 per centthe strength of ateel, with 
only one-third the welght of oither, nei 
ther cost nor difficulties of working up 
could stand in the way, We wanted the 
best, and aluminion was infinitely the 
ts An ad 
ditional advantage, aud 0 atone with 
us, is that aluminium will oot rust or 
turnish, As long as we are in the field 
our boats wilt be as bright and noe 
silver, which indeed they very much re 
semble, They will not be affected by the 
salt of the seu, or if at ull tow very alight 
extent. A sheet of copper aud a sheet of 
aluminium were suspended outside the 
hull of a ship that made a long voyage to 
the Indies, On their return it was found 
tho copper sheet 1 suffered corrosion to 


' the extent of seven-thousundths of ay inch, 


while the aluminium had lost only five 
thousandths of an inch, We made cxre 
ful tests of the metal offered us and found 
that asheet 5 feet long, a foot wide and 
only three sthirty-seconds of an inch in 
thickness, weighing about a pound and 
a quarter to thesquare foot, would sustain 
the weight of four men when suspended 
from supports near its ends, It is twice 
ns stiff as asheet of steel of the same 
weight and three times as atiff as a sheet 
of galvanized tron. 
Tho Record of m Gallant Craft. 

It isa tremendous advantage, not only 
upon the ice us we shall find it, but in the 
surf, to have a boat that is not too heavy. 
The American surfbont is superior to the 
English lifeboat, which bas been celebrat 
nd in yong and story, chiefly op account of 
‘ta lightness, which enables her crew to 
handle her quickly in heavy seas. While 
nn English lifebout weighs from 3,6 
4,000 pounds ay American surfbont y 
only 800 or 1,000 pounds. Superintendent 
Kimball tells ug these surfboats bave in

tual service and have landed 6,735 persons 
trom wrecked vessels, In all this service, 
nearly overy launching through a rolling 
surf, they have capsized but 14 times. Six 
of these capsizes were attended by loss of 
life, the number of persons perishing be- 
ing 41. In 82 years the self righting and 
relf bailing lifeboats of England were 
Jaunched in actual service 5,000 times, and 
there were 41 capsizes, by which 88 lives 
were lost. These figures as well as others 
which could be presented are in favor of 
the American surfboat as the most sue 


} ceasful life saving craft of the world, and 


there is no room for doubt that in our 
model as in our material we have chosen 
wisely. 

Charles S. Roasiter & Co, of Baltimore 
have Wuilt these boats, und they have done 
Ubeir work well. On Inspection a few days 
ago the craft were found trim and tight 
Carried from the shop into the sun, they 
shone like silver and resembled work of 
the jeweler’s rather than the boatbuild 
er's a Vo the members of the expedi 
tion, with the hummocks and iceflelda of 
the north in their mind's eye, it wasa 
pleasure to see two men easily pick up one 
of the boats and move along with it. A 
lady of the party bad no difficulty in raix 
iug one end of the craft clear of the ground. 
Four men carried the heaviest bout a con- 
siderable distance with only such hold as 
they could get with their hands, greatly 
to the astonishment of the bystanders, who 
had been accustomed to seeing boats of 
wood or galvanized iron dragged by horses 
or carried by as many men as could crowd 
about them, The weight of our heaviest 
boat will be only 450 pounds, and four 
men will be able to handle her in the 
roughest ice, 

How These Boats Aro Built. 

Our boats are 18 feet long, 4% fect 
beam, 2 feat deep amidships, with breadth 
carried well forward and aft, thus giving 
stability and capacity. They contain no 
frames, the gunwales of aluminium, angle 
bars, thd thwarts and kneo braces and the 
water tight compartments in either end 
giving the necessary rigidity. Too much 
rigidity is undesirable, elasticity serving 
to cushion the blows of the ice and to 
transmit the fores of concussion through 
the whole structure. The plating Is only 
three thirty-seconds of an inch thick, but 
so strong and tough is it that vigorous 
blows with a heavy, hammer or sledge 
npon any part of the boat caused no tnju 
ry, and it was {mpossible to see where the 
blows had gstruok. ‘The keel is 4 plate of 
aluminium stood vertically and riveted in 
Tho two water tight compartments, w hich 
are to be used also for stowage of instru 
menta, records and other articles of which 
special care must be taken, render the craft 
practically nonsinkable. A bamboo mast 
will support the sail in case we find open 
The plates which form the skin of 
the bont are riveted together, clinker style, 
with strips of canton flannel betw 
after the usual manner of building metal 
Ho bouts. A waterproof awning will cov 
er each boat, and within these little houses 
We expect to aleep, to cook and eat and 
reat our weary imbs after each day's toll 
amid the fco for a period of more than 
100 days. With one of the water tight 
compartment decks for a desk, we hope to 
write thore many a good story of our ad

It is composed of two keelx 
of ash, 10 feet long, placed two feet apart 
upon the bottom of the craft, Across the 
bottom of these keels and up their outer 
sides is riveted a sheet of alaminium an 
eighth of an inch thick, thus forming a 
perfectly smooth broad bearing surface, a 
part of tho bont {tsclf, for running upon 
the snow, tho slush or the bard ice, Our 
boats, therefore, are sledges as well as 
boats.

tions of this character have been mounted 
upon sleds or baye had separate runners 
fastened to their bottoms, The sleds are 
heavy and unwieldy, and runners stand 
ing apart one from the other are likely to 
be broken or twisted off by bard usage. 
More than one expedition has been delay 
ed or defeated by the turning in of asledge 
runner, In our construction the runner 
is as solid as the boat itself, It stiffens 
the craft enormously fore and aft, It can- 
not well be broken, and the two pieces of 
wood, entirely covered by metal, are not 
liable to become water soaked or to splin- 
ter or crack. Again, ordinary separate 
runners cut into soft snow and make the 
task of pulling exceedingly difficult. With 
their broad, smooth bearing surface our 
boats are expected to run over snow or 
slush of any consistency. 

‘Two of our boats are of the size already 
given, while the third is smaller, only 14 
fect long, though built in the same man- 
ner, It is a working boat—a tender. 
Though we have built the first aluminium 
boats in this country, racing shells only 
excepted, we believe they are the lightest, 
the handsomest, the strongest, the most 
perfectly adaptable boats ever used in the 
arctics. That they are also the most expen- 
sive, costing $1,000 apiece, cuts no figure. 
How well they serve us and what we suc- 
ceed in accomplishing with them we hope 
to tell the readers of this papér in letters 
from the far north during the coming sum- 
mer, WALTER WELLMAN.

Mr, Field moved the second reading of 
his bill respecting the registration of 
births, deaths and inareiages, which pro 
vides for the keeping of duplicate returns 
of rogistrations, y 

Mr. Meredith thought the bill would 
mean an enormous burden on the clerks 
of the municipalities, It wos read a 
second timo aud referred to the Legal 
Committee. 

Mr. Harty moved the second reading of 
his billto umond the Act regulating travel- 
ling on public highways and bridges. It 
peavey that fines imposed for furious 

riving over Cataraqui bridge, Kingston, 
shall go to the company by whom the 
bridge is maintained iuatead of to the 
municipality as at present. 

The second reading was carried on di- 
vision. 

Mr. Waters moved the second reading 
of a bill to athend the Municipal Act, He 
explained that one of the provisions 
sought to abolish the poll tax. he bill 
ulso asked for the ubolition of the provi- 
sion requiring one day's statute labor from 
farmers’ sons, the fathers of the young 
men being already taxed for the requisite 
amount of work in the locality. Another 
proxision required the earlier payment 

y collectors of the moneys in their pos- 
session. 

Mr. Merodith did not approve of any 
change making the law with respect to 
statute labor more elastic than at present. 

Hon. Mr, Hardy thought the bill might 
be allowed to zo to committee, 

Messra. Wood and Clancy did not con- 
sider the bill a move in the right direo- 
tion. 

Mr, Balfour thought the bill might be 
sent to the committee, The poll tax was 
nol paid in yery many places. 

Mr, Preston claimed tho bill an attempt 
to deprive the municipalities of their 
powers. 

The bill was read a second time, 

Mr. Mouk’s bill, to amend the Assess: 


/ ment Act, seeking to combine the office of 


couuty collector and treusurer and to om- 
power the taking of assessmenta later in 
the year than at present, was read a second 
time, 

Mr. Monk moved the second reading of 
a bill to extend section 260 of the Muni- 
cipal Act to townships, instead of confor- 
ring it to cities, towns and villages, 

Hon, A. S, Hardy said he did not 
want to object, but the bill really means 
tinkering with the law, because it inter- 
femd with an amendment proposed last 
session by Mr. Meredith. 

Mr. Monk—We fiud the law so good we 
want to extend it, 

Mr. Meredith—The Hon, Commissioner 
is wrong. ‘The bill introduced by me was 
intended to apply to all municipalities, 
but it was cut down, 

On the motion to adjourn, Mr. Meredith 
rose and stated that he had seen by the 
papers that the commission respecting the 
fee system had been issued, and that it 
had been stated that the commission 
had decided to hold the sittings behind 
closed doors, He asked tho leader of the 
Government if these atatements Were true, 
and also whether the hon. gentleman ine 
tends to “bring down, without a formal 
motion, & copy of the commission, and 
the instructions, if apy, that accompany 
it, 

Sir Oliver Mowat replied that a copy of 
the cominission could be brought down on 
a motion, Tho commissioners had re- 
ceived no instructions aud he knew of no 
intention to examine witnesses in private. 
The commissioners wore morely discussing 
the dovuments and methods of procedure 
alnong themselves, 

Mr. Meredith asked Sir Oliver if ho ap: 
proved of the commission conducting any 
of the proceedings in private, 

Sir Oliver replied that there was nothing 
whatever irregular in the commission dis 
cussing documents and arranging proce 
dure privately, and no harm could come 
of it, The moment the taking of evidence 
commenced, he supposed everybody who 
choso would be at liberty to attend. He 
had vo doubt that when the commission 

decided upon the scope their inquiry 
ld take the public would be invited to 
attend 

The House adjourned.

When you 
are invited to all orreception it is per: 
missible to ask if you may bring your 
guest, butinthe case of a luncheon or 
dinner this would not be right; so, of 
course, you inust not think of going your- 
self. 

Points for the Guesat.—Never stay too 
long. It is customary to specify the 
length of a visit in the invitation, but if 
this has not been done, one should not 
stay over a week, Do not depend too 
muoh upon your hostess for entertainment, 
Every housokeeper has certain household 
duties, and some time should be left free 
to her, when the guest can amuse her- 
self. However, be careful always to be 
punetoal at meals, and do not keep the 
family up at night until they are weary, 
for thoy will oxpect you to retire first, 

Upon the last day, the hostess’s polite 
remark of regret that the guest must go so 
soon is merely a compliment, and should 
never be taken as an inyitation to stay. 
Always write to your hostess soon after 
leaving, and express your appreciation of 
the pleasure she has given you. 

Dinners,—Great forethought is neces 
sary iu placing people at the table so that 
members of the same family may not sit 
together, or people likely to be uncongen 
ial. Tho host seate at his right hand the 
lady of highost rank, while the man of 
highest rank sits at the left hand of the 
hostess.

“HORRIBLY MANGLED, 


A Young Man Run Oyer by a Rallroad 
Train, 

We copy the following from the Los 
Acgeles (Oalifornia) Times of March 28th, 
Tho victim of the lamentable accident was 
mon of Mr, Bernard Hudgins, of this 
olty. 

“Coroner Oates held an Inquestyesterday 
at the undertaking establishment of Orr & 
Bird, upon the body of Alfred Hudkins, a 
native of Canada, 19 years of age, who 
died at 2 o'clock yesterday morning from 
the effects of Injuries he recolved by belng 
run over by a southern Pacific frelght 
train at Vincent statlon, near Lancaster, 
some olx hours earller, 

“Whilo attempting to board one of the 
cars os tho train was in motion the young 
mon slipped and foll on the track in such 
® position that the wheels paased over hin 
left log snd arm, and right ankle. Hie 
screams attracted the attention of ths 
tralnmen, and, upon going back to Inveoti 
gate, Hadgina was found close to the track 
{n an unconsolous condition, His left 
hand and right foot were completely 
severed from the limbs, and his left leg 
was horlbly mangled from the thigh joint 
down. He was picked up and taken to 
Lancaster, where he was tranoferred to the 
south bound frelght, but, while on the way 
to this olty, he died. 

“Daring the six hours which intervened 
botween the acoldent and his deatb, tho 
unfortanate youth was consclous for some 
time, and stated that he had ran sway 
from his home In Balleville, Ont., and was 
beating hisway. He begged earnestly that 
the news of bis sad death bo withheld from 
his parents, who still reside there, stat- 
ing that they already belleved him dead, 
and te feared that the shook might be 
fa‘al to his mother, as she ts an invalid.

Mr, Rojd stated that ho was another vio 
tin, Hisdosk had beon broken into, al 
thongh it did not contain any papors. 

Mr. Meredith considered it a most 
startling state of affairs that papers left in 
imembers’ deaka were not safe, He under.

Mr, Meredith did not ‘seo why a young 
woman between the ages of 18 and 21 
should not be at liberty to marry, He 
considered it a little unreasonable that she 
should not be at liberty to enter into this 
obligation if sha choose without the con- 
sont of anyone at all. 

The clause fixing the rate at 21 was 
passed. 

Mv. Meredith suggested that the limit of 
age for obtaining a license to marry should 
be fixed at 18 instead of 16, 

The amendment was accepted and the 
bill was reported with amendment, 

Sir Oliver Mowat. juoved the House into 
committes on thé bill reapecting certain 
duties of coroners, He nioyed the addi 
tion to the bill of a clanse to the effect 
that coroners should not hold inquests on 
the bodies of persons’ Killad on any rail: 
road, minus, ete, in which the former were 
shareholders or had an interest, 

‘The bill was reported. 

Sir Oliver Mowat moved the second road- 
ing of. the bill respooting councils of con- 
ciliation and arbitration for settling indua- 
trial disputes, In doing so ho said it was 
desirable that disputes between employers 
and workinen should be settled in somo 
friendly way. ‘The present bill was not of 
a compulsory character. It was proposed 
that the employers and workiigmen in 
the cases of disptte enumerated in 
the bill should oagh name two  con- 
ciliators, and that they in tarn shonld 
elect thelr own chairman, If thin body 
fuiled to bring the disputing parties to 
terms, then the conncil of arbitration went 
into operation, The council of concilia- 
tion would haye no anthority to pronounce 
adeeision, All they would have authority 
to do would be to get the parties to agree 
to some compromise, If that failed, then 
the matter wonld yo before the council of 
arbitration, ‘fhe Jatter body, might take 
up 4 qhestion even if one of the disputing 
yartios dissented. . No objection to the 
vill had been heard from workmen or 
employers, but there had been representa: 
tions from mechanics émployed on rail 
ways pointing out that the matters in 
volved in their occupation were §o poculiar 
that thers should not bean arbitracion

He 
could not promise there would bo any re 
duction in the number of subjects studied. 
In ton years there had beon an inorease of 
from 1,500 to 1,600 teachers, and there 
ought to be still larger increase in order to 
enuble personal attention to be given to 
each pupil. ‘hw “cost Of vducation per 
pupil was $8.40, compared with an aver- 
age of $17.22 in the United States. He 
defended the usefulness of the School of 
Pedagogy and hoped this year tho Univor- 
aity would grant a degree to those who 
completed a course at the school.

At tho Edge of the Dreadful Pack. 

The edge of the ice pack may beas calm 
ans a May morning. It may be furious 
with the rage of thosurf and turbulent 
with rolling and tossing masses of joc. If 
the wenther be fine, wo shall havo little 
diMculty in disembarking with our ontfit; 
if itis stormy, we must do one of twothings 
—run our steamer within the edge of loose 
{ce till wo reach water that ts protected 
from the swell of the oceun by the outer 
barrier or await a more propitious mo- 
ment. Probably the former alternative 
wil be chosen, because the Ragnsvald Jarl 
is built for just such work as this, and it 
iw nearly always easy to run far enough 
within the pack to find a harbor Saine 
in 
storms many a ship has been deliberately 
run within the edge of the pack to find 
there safe refuge, 

Wherever the southern border of the 
pack is, there our real journey begins. At 
once we start for the north. The Ragns- 
vald Jarl ia not immediately to leave us, 
however, Her orders will be to ranain in 
the ice harbor at the edgo of the pack or 
cruise near by fora week orten days. Thit 
precaution is taken in view of the possi- 
bility of a chango of plan on our part, Of- 
ton the path quickly changes its aspect in 
this region. Where yesterday was solid 
lee, heaped up in bummocks and irregular 
maases, today may be leads or canals of 
water, with the detached masses—some as 
big as the World’s fair grounds, others the 
nize of townships or even counties—drilt- 
iny in one direction or another, bat most 
likely to, the west and south toward the 
great Greenland current, which sweeps out 
of the Afctic ocean, Such an occurrence 
an this, within a few days after the com 
mencement of our journey, might make a 
change of plan desirable, We could press 
on, hoping soon to pass beyond the region 
of detached masses and get upon the main 
feo or solid pack, or we could fall back 
upon our waiting steamer and in ‘her per- 
haps press through the broken ice to the 
main paok. Our course in such an emer- 
gency will be governed by circumstances, 
The point is that one alternative js provid- 
ed for by tho presence near by of oar 

Amer. 

But the chances are very strong that we 
sball find the pack solid and immovable, 
In four seasons out of five, as nearly as 
the writer could learn from the Norwegian 
hunting vessel captains with whom he 
talked last summer, the main pack re 
mains, for the most part, intact during the 
month of May. Nor is there a strong cur 
rent to the north of Spitzbergen. Hunting 
ships caught in the ice have drifted first 
In one direction and then another, Sir Ed- 
ward Parry's ship, the Hecla, drifted about 
to all the points of the compass for three 
weeks in. May, 1827. Later in the sum- 
mer, perhaps, the current moyes sluggish- 
ly to_ the west, but in May, as arale, it 
has neither pronounced direction vor any 
considerable force. 

A Rough Road to Travel. 

Our expectation is that we shall find 
the pack, when we first enter it, a rough 
road to travel. Ali our calculations are 
baxed upon the worst that is possible and 
not the best. Any change whatever will 
be in onr favor, When this xreat pack 
comes down from the forth in the late au- 
tumn and drives against the land or the 
shoal, {tis ns if an irresistible force were 
fn collision with an immovable body, The 
land, of course, js fixed, and the vast fields 
of joe, weighing untold millions of tons, 
coming down with the wind and the cur. 
ront—yreat expanses of ico large enough 
to cover states of our Union, and with 
more behind—produce the force that is 
well nigh infinite. Any one can under 
stand what the result is. Whatever lies 
between the contending forces is ground 
into powder. The surface of the sea, in- 
wtoad Of being covered with smooth, level 
ice, resembles a stoneyard, except that the 
masses thrown up and toased about amid 
this late autumn or carly winter pressure 
are larger than the heaviest pieces of stone 
naed by the builder, Between these up 
heaved masses, many of them rising like 
houses from the level of the sea, will be 
deep pockets filled with drifted anow 

Trayel over such a road as this is not 
impoesible, but it {# exceedingly dificult 
Ife make three or four miles pef day 
through wuch ice, we shall be fortunate, 
Ifice like this extends far to the north, 
we rball not be able to make much prow 
reas In the 50 or 60 days at our disposal.

The farth north Parry went in 1827 the 
Inrger and smoother he found the flelda of 
foe and floes, A month earlier, and he 
could have nearly touched the pole, but he 
wan too late, for just as be reached the re 
gion favorable for trayel be was conip 
to turn back becuuse a northern wind cc 
bined with the sluggish current and drove 
him to the south as fast as he could travel 
northward, On two occasions Baron Nor 
denskjold found tho fc 
Spitzbergen comparatt 
time, when ho had hoped to journey over 
it as we hope to jourbey, but could not do 
no because tho reindeer which be bad 
brought from Lapland for animal power 
had all escaped during the previous win 
tor, it was exceedingly rough as far asthe 
oye could neo, 
Carrying Their Own Bridges, 

Assuming that tho foo will thig year be 
found at ita roughest, the hardest part of 
our journey will be at the outset. There 
we shall have a chance to ascertain wheth 
er we are equal to the emergency or not 
There we shall have an opportunity alvo 
to test a simple device which we are tak 
{ng along for us in just such troubles, It 
{x nothing more nor leas than a bridge or 
perhaps a ladder. We donot print a sketch 
of it, because the ronder can imngine a 
Jndder 24 feet long, a little more than 2 
feet wide and wfth rounds between the 
two parallels, and he bas fn his mind's 
eye our device, Whether or not it will 
prove of any use to us remainseto beseen, 
but we hope to send you photographs of 
it in service. Our ladders—we have 4 
number of them—are very strong, consid 
ering that they weigh under 150 pounds 
each. They will support any ono of our 
boats or pledges and its lon They form 
a little tramway over which we expect to 
run our vehicles—first up one aide of an 
obstacle and then down theo other. Of 
course’ our boats and .sledyes are made to 
fit this construction, to facilitate such an 
operation. Each ladder being fitted with 
a strip of canvas over the rounds, men 
and dogs can walk up and down, Where 
De Long and Melville, and Markham and 
Parr of the English expedition, Payer and 
Weyprecht, the Austrians, and others who 
havo taken boats and sledges over the pack 
found it necessary to build bridges, with 
the use of axes and shovels, we hope to 
find advantage in the possession of bridyew 
ready made and carried with us, 

Possibly this device will avait us noth- 
ing, but it is an experiment worth trying. 
It will not work ideally, of courre—few 
things do, even in civilization—but if it 
saves us more energy than is required to 
carry i¢ and leaves a balance in our fa- 
yor, well and good, Wo shall need it most 
at the outset, and if it prove valueless be- 
yond the region of broken floes {t will be 
easy to throw it awny. So, also, with 
soe strong steel wive which we shall t 
upon the ice with us, to use, if the o 
sion arises, as an acrial tramway ove 
ficulties of an extraordinary nature 
of this we shall want as towlines ani for 
other purposes, but the most of it muy be 
left by the wayside when the need for it 
no longer exists or it bas proved inefica 
cious.

est number of men, for here our dogs will 
be of small service. So wo add a support 
ing party of seyen men to our main party 
of the same number. We sbull have a to 

tal weight of more than 5,000 pounds at 
tho start—three boats, five or six sledges, 
devices, provision, eneral equipment. To 
each man we shall haven weight of nearly 
400 pounds, a little leas than the sledging 
party of Markham and Parr carried, but 
still too heavy for rapid progress when we 
cannot apply our animal power, which 
Markham and Parr did not have, These 
weights, however, are being constantly re 

duced by consumption of food and fuel, 
and our devices may be of some assistance 
to us, 

Struggling for 10, 15 or 20 days, or an 
many as may be necessary, through the 
rough ice, we finally reach the smoother 
fields. Here we expect to travel more rap 
idly, with four or five dogs and one man 
to each sledge, and the same nuniber of 
dogs and two men to each boat, Our unit 
of weight is fixed at 600 pounds, No boat 
or sledge, with load, isto weigh more than 
that, and if this does not give usa distinct 
advantage over expeditions which have 
had 1,500, 3,000 or oven 4,000 pounds in 
# single mass, indivisible without great 
labor and loss of time, we shall be much 
mistaken. Between Parry's boats of 1,700 
pounds, De Long’s pf 2,500 to 8,500 pounds 
and ours of 400 to 450 pounds there ina 
striking difference, 

The Aluminium Sledge. 

In our typo of sledge wo have a novelty. 
It is patterned gfter the Hudson buy 
sledge, used for many years in northern 
America, and a prototype of the pleasure 
toboggan. Most arctio travelers use sledges 
with runners, the Mo(lintock or the St. 
Michael, They are best for some condi- 
tions of travel. Lieutenant Peary took 
flat bottomed sledges on his first journey 
to Greenland, but now has runner sledges. 
Doubtless tho latter are best for the Hard 
crust of the snow of the ice cap over which 
Peary makes his admirable journeys. 
There is less friction with a runner sled 
than with a Hudson bay. But in rough 
usage the former breaks down quicker, 
The runners turn in or are wrenched off. 
Their shoes break, For heavy work, for 
all kinds of deep snow, slush, drifts, pock- 
ots, the toboggan fy doubtless superior. 

Our sledges, therefore, are made with 
fiat bottoms, ‘They are of aluminium, | 
with rims turned up at the aldos to give 
stiffness lengthwise and holes below the | 
rims for lashings to pass through. Our al- 
uminium nledges welgh only 26 pounds 
each and could carry 1,000 or 1,500 
pounds. Payer's sledge welghed 150 |

find it necessary to unpack our sledges for 
this purpose nor to transfer their londa to 
the boats, Again, in midsummer the sur- 
face of the floes is covered with slush and 
with beautiful lakes of fresh water, from 
a few inches to a foot or moré in depth. 
Btraight through these lakes Parry march- 
ed with his bonts, but with his sledges he 
had to make long detours in order to nvoid 
wetting the food with which they were 
laden. 
Ready For Ice, Slush or Water. 

Our sledges ore boats all the time, and 
no transformation scene shifting is neces- 
sary to convert them from one into the 
other. Our provisions, fuel and general 
supplies we pack in light but wonderfully 
atrong cases of aluminfam, made to fit the 
sledges and lashed thereto, These cases 
are water tight and are made large enough 
to given displacement sufficient to float 
the sledge and {ts entire load in water, 
A loaded sledge will weigh about 600 
pounds at the beginning of our journey. 
The contents of the cans measure about 





ONE OF OUR ALUMINIUM SLEDGES, 
15 cubit feet, equivalent to nearly 1,000 
pounds of sea water. Whon fully loaded, 
the sledges will be only two-thirds sub- 
merged in water and will be nonsinkable, 
Our precious stores of food and fuel are 
therefore secure from loss or injury, and 
wo believe we can modestly say oursledges 
aro the best and most perfectly adaptable 
tothe uses for which they are intended 
that were ever employed in arctic explora- 
tion.

Mr. MoCleary mo for a return of 
copies of wll correspondence in connection 
with the granting of a shop liconse for the 
sale of liquor to ono Joseph Aspinall, of 
the town of ‘Tilsonbury, in the South 
Riding of Oxford, for the yenr 1803-04. 
Also, copies ot all papers and documents 
in possession of the Government, or any 
official thoreof, relating to the said license 
together with a copy of the report of the 
chief inspector, who enquired into the com: 
plaint that the license was fraudulently 
granted. Mr. McCleary said his cbief 
complaint was that a license had been 
illegally and fraudulently granted to the 
person named in the resolution. A large 
number of people of the town, principally 
business meu, had signed a petition asking 
that the license be withheld. The accu- 
racy of the names appearing on a petition 
for a license had been questioned and an 
investigation before the town clerk had 
boon promised. No investigation had 
been held, yet the license hud been granted, 
He blamed the Government for allowing 
ita officials to act in such a negligent 
manner, 

Hon. Mr, Harcourt said no blame could 
be attached to the commissioners, as they 
were simply acting in accordance with 
their duties. The matter shoald have been 
brought before the county judge, where it 
would haye been settled in accordance with 
the Act covering such cases, 

Mr. MsCleary maintained the blame 
rested on the license inspector, et 

Dr. McKay (Oxford) read communica: 
tions from temperance people in South 
Oxford going to show that the license in- 
spectors did thoir duty in a commendable 
manner, 

Mr, Martor road a resolution paased at 
the annual district meeting for South Ox- 
ford of the Methodist Church, in whioh it 
Was stated that the license officials had 


beep lox incarrvine ont.their dnties and 
shying that an investigntion aliowld be held 


The motion wis then carried. 

Dr. Ryerson moved for a return of copies 
of the evidence in the inquest on one 
Maton, held at the village of Carlton on 
October 8, 1893, together with copies of all 
correspondence between the coroner and 
the county crown attorney and tho Attor- 
ney-Genoral, He stated that a woman 
was confined of a child at Carlton in 
October last. Dr, Bryce was the medical 
attendant, but did not take the trouble to 
see whether it was alive or not.

Sir Oliver Mowat replied that there had 
been no correspondence with him person- 
ally. The circumstances were unfortunate, 
but after considering the onse the opinion 
was come to that there was not sufficient 
evidence to convict Dr. Bryce of anything 
but technical manslaughter. Sir. Oliver 
read a lotter from the county crown attor- 
ney to the coroner, in which the former 
expressed the opinion that » case of man- 
slanghter might be made out, but no jury 
would convict, 

Mr, Meredith asked if there had been an 
inquest. 

Sir Oliver Mowat—There was, 

Mr, Meredith—What wae the finding ? 

Sir Oliver Mowat read the finding of the 
jury, expressing the opinion that if the in- 
fant had had more ocureful treat

this change should be made, and the work 
completed by May 10, 1893. In the early 
part of 1892, it having been urged that 
the dimensions of the lock be changed, 
giving 20 feet 8 inches on the outer sills, 
and that the work be completed on De 
cember 81, 1894. In the autumn of 1892 
it was considered important to have the 
canal completed in the summer of 1894, 
and an agreement was entered into with 
the contractors on November 8, 1892. to 
completé the lock masoury by July 1, 1894, 
for un additional $90,000,

ifoisms. We aro amateurs, we frankly con- 
fess, but we suppose every one has to make 
aastart at some time or other.

The Advantages of a Dash.

be driven the remaining teams will fol- 
low without guidance, whereak every team 
of Eskimo dogs must have a driver, whip 
in hand, over it, and in order to secure a 
reasonable amount of work from them the 
driver must leave n streak of profanity 
along the trail behind him, Neither man 
nor dog is stronger a4 a marching animal 
than his feet, Our draft hounds, taken 
from the cobble paved streets of the Bel- 
xian and Dutch cities, will have tough 
feet, These dogs can live upon 10 or 12 
ounces of prepared dog food per day, and 
this is a great advantage to us. 
Not Afrald to Make Innovations. 

Some of our critics think we aro making 
a mistake in taking these European dogs. 
Poysibly we are, but this expedition has 
be/n organized and equipped on the prin- 
cijle that arctio experience was to sug- 
git merely nnd not to dictate, on the 
theory that we were not going to beafraid 
of innovations if they were supported by 
pactical sense, In other words, we have 
the courage to do as we please and have 
not taken too much trouble to ask other 
people’s advice about it either, Certain 
persons whose advice has not been asked 
for or not followed, if received, are sure we 
are going to fail. They may bo right, 
but our position is that, inasmuch as ey- 
ery ono elso has failed, following the old 
methods, if we are to fail also we may as 
well go down tryfng some new things and 
PICUS, VOI a ene eee le woade inter 
esting. We do not think we have made 
any mistakes as to our animal power, nor 
do we think we are going to fail. As to 
the virtuea and advantages of the long 
eared draft hounds, which should be used 
on the streets of New York, Boston, Chi- 
cago, Washington, St, Louis and other 
American cities, we shall toll you much 
more about when we get to Belgium,

tics, to the effect that the work of getting 
ready ixoften more arduous than the work 
in the field. But we have fought our way 
through dificulty after diMiculty until we 
find ourselves on the sea in possession of 
the finest aud most perfect bonting and 
sledging outfits that ever started for the 
frozen regions of thenorth, Our alumin- 
{um boats and sledges, wonderfully light, 
strong and adaptable, you have already 
heard of; also the light bridges which 
we carry to help ourselves over the hum- 
mocks and rough places with. To these 
Intter we haye added some bamboo struc. 
tures, in which we ha much confidence, 
Wo haye also snowshoes from Canada, 
which will be supplemented by the skis of 
Norway. Moro than one sledging party 
bas failed for lack of snowshoes. Even 
Lockwood and Brainard, who made the 
glorious record of the farthest north, could 
have gone many miles farther had they 
carried snowshoes. 
A Dovico For Snow Trayoling. 
On the surface of the floes and flelds of 
polar ico we expect to encounter much 
deep, soft snow. It will not be easily tray- 
ersed. But instead of plowing through 
it, sinking up to knees and armpits, as 
Payer’s men did on Franz-Josef Land, 
instead of wallowing almost over our 
heads, as Markham’s men did to the north 
of Grinnell Land, with frequent shoveling 
out of roads and digging out of boata und 
sledges, wo have snowshoes and skis for 
our men to wear wherever they can be 
used to advantage. More than this, wo 
are going to try the virtues of a device in- 
vet by the writer—a device that was 
made upon the theory that just as a snow- 
shoe is better than an ordinary boot, just 
asa tool is better than the empty band, 
Just asa broad tire wagon is better for 
soft roads than a narrow tire, so it should 
be possible to introduce for snow travel 
ing something to make an artificial road 
over tho surface, a path over which men 
and dogs, boats and sledges may pass 
without the enormous Jos of energy in.

This ix one of 
n number of things which we aro going to 
make the most of and frankly recount the 
reault of our trial, If they prove failures, 
we shall throw them away and tell you 
why they failed, If they succeed, you 
may be equally gure of hearing all about 
it fo the columns of this paper. 

The Wellman Cooking A 

How are we to do our cooking in the 
field? With a cooking machine designed 
by the writer as on improvement upon 
such machines used in other expeditions, 
Doubtless we haye the best cooking devices 
that over went into tho arctics—the best 
because they come nearest to preventing 
radiation of heat and most closely ap 
proximate that ideal of combustion in 
which the escaping gases aré at tho samc 
tomperature of the food or fluid to be 
cooked at the moment they leave the ap 
paratus, 

The machine which General Greely 
used and also the one used by Payer in 
his sledge journeys are shown in our illus» 
trations. Compare them with our ma 
chine, which has a central cooking vessel 
for quick heating. he alcoliol lamp is 
immediately under it, and the hent passes 
up « narrow flue surrounding this yeasel 
Two cans, each a semicircle, inclose this 
flue, and the water in these is warmed 
while that in the inner vessel is brought 
to the boiling point. Before the heated 
gases can escapo they must pass through 
« narrow interstice below the top can, and 
when theJamp is burning full tilt one 
may place his hand at the point where the

gases escape without, feeling more than a 


barely perceptible degree of warmth. 

We will not weary the reader with tech- 
nical details of the amount of water heat- 
ed by a given quantity of alcohol, for the 
economy of the contrivance is to be seen 
ata glance, The cooking we must do in 
the inner vessel, and the principle is that 
with the heated gases which would other- 
wise be wasted we hent water for bathing, 
washing pans and other uses. A pound 
and a half of alcohol will serve for a day, 
and wa.shallsbasathe comfort at anacdy 
cooking and plenty of warm water, Karly 
in the summer we shall find it necessary 
to melt ice for water, taking it from the 
highest. peaks of jce, so that it sball not 
have become brackish by means of capil- 
lary action drawing up the salt of the sea. 
But in June and afterward we shall scoop 
up fresh water from the pools in the high- 
er parts of the solid floes, testing it chem- 
ically for salt before using. 

After buying our concentrated foods in 
London and our dogs on the continent we 
shall proceed to Bergen, Norway, and then 
to Aalesund, which is about in the lati- 
tude of Iceland, There our steamer—the 
Ragnsvald Jarl—awaits us, and there wo 
shall completo our outfitting, still having 
acbance to put on the finishing touches 
at Trondbjem and Tromso as we go up 
the coast. We take aboard our corps of 
scientific men from the Christiania unl- 
versity, leave Anlesund between the 20th 
and 25th of April, send our last letters 
and cablegrams from Tromso and about 
the Ist of May point the nose of the Jarl 
toward Spitzbergen,

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PERFECT FEET ARE RARE, 
The Principal Objection, Artists Say, te 
Their Small Size. 

Artists and sculptors aro bothered must 
to find models with perfect, or almost per- 
foot, fedt, Ttissafe to day that there {+ 
not a woman in Amerion who possesses a 
perfect foot. At least, if such « morte! 
exists, she has not been hoard of, and if 
she will come forward and remove her 
shoes and stockings, she will not only do 
the world of art « favor, but she cali B00! 
earn a small fortune. 

“If wo shonld copy a foot for a classic 
pose from natuf@®” said a well-known 
sculptor the other day, ‘‘we shopld pro- 
duce some very odd statuos. The model in 
always quite sure sho has good feet. She 
will come into tho studio and say: ‘I 
am sure I can suit you, See what small 
feet I have!’ If they are exceedingly 
small, there is no use in undressing them, 
They will not do, The average foot is 
from one to three inches shorfer than it 
should be, According to the laws of 
nature, they are too small to support the 
bod: 








ly. 

“Again, if they happen to bo long 
enough, they have been so deformed and 
narrowed by the tight-fitting shoes that 
thoy seem like a parody on nature. ‘The 
toes are pushed #o close together that 
they are aquare instead of round. Only 
@ little rim of nail is left. - The joints are 
stiff and over-large, and there is a great 
bunch over tho firat jomt of the big toe. 
Mind, ‘you will find all of these—and 
corns, too—on the feet of a woman who 
otherwise has a form worthy of ao 
Grocian goddess, Woe get tho best foot 
wecanand rely upon our knowledge of 
tho ideal to do tho rest.” 

English and Italians are the best all- 
round models. There are a few women 
models in London who have almost per 
fect foot, because they have posed for art- 
iste ever since they were babies, and in 
Rome there area groxt many Italian men 
who aro likewise blessed for the aame rea- 
son, although, the artists say, the rule 
does not hold good with English men and 
Italian women, 

One would suppose thatan Indian wo: 
man or an Reainne woman would havo 
good foot. Occasionally a fine type is soon 
among the American aborigines, but 
usually they are too flat-footed, lacking the 
fine arch which gives the foot its beauty; 
and tho same failing applies alinost univer 
sally tothe women of the Orient, ‘The 
foot which spreads out over the ground like 
® pancake,” sald tho sculptor, ‘'is quite as 
bad as the one which has toes in 3 bunch, 
resembling the end of a aweet potato.” 

We have always looked upon ancient 
Greek women as esing perfect (oot, 
but a statement was recently made in» 
London nowspaper aud: thereafter copied 
widely in this country that an Athonian 
lady made a muoh larger {mprint upon the 
marble whon she stepped out of her bath 
than ‘my lady” of thia fin-de-sisclo day. 
The modern woman's egotism roso a point 
ortwo and she concluded that she had 
beon humbngged in this asin a great many 
otherthings by hor ancestors, ‘But all 
the more reason why the Greek woman 
was perfect,” doolares the artist. ‘She 
would have looked very odd in a modern 
ball dross, with « pair of pink slippors, but 
® modern woman in a Greek gown, with 
her liliputian foot in sandals, would have 
looked as if she had no extremities to 
stand upon.” 

If our girls, men as woll, for that matter 
—want comely foot, let them take to wear 
ing sandals, tor they wore the secret of the 
fine foot of the Greeks, Not moccasins, 
but thick-soled sandals, which are not too 
broad, and yet do not orowd the toos, ‘If 
moccasins counted, the Indian, as a model 
would be the joy of artists’ and soulptora’ 
hearts. 

The French, as a rule, have misorably 
misahapon feet, but, strangely enough, a 
French actress probably has as nearly por 
foot feet as any woman living. This for 
tunate person is Sarah Bernhardt

air, filling the streot each way for a block 
There wax a hurrying forward of polico, 
firemen and oltizens, and then the work of 
rescue boywn. 

Tho building was erected 34 yeara 
It was # brick, threo nnd a half storeys 
high, with a slate roof, While it was all 
one building, it was divided by a thick 
wall into two compartinouts, The build 
ing has noyer beon condemned as unsafe, 
It waa considered one of the staunchest 
of the older buildings in the city,

The scones attending the rescue were | 


horrifying in the extreme, Men went to 
work on the debris as soon us the collapse 
took place, First an old negro woman 
shook dust from her back, arose from the 
top of the heap and yot away without as- 
sistance, Then the form of a woman was 
lifted ont still alive, and soon the body of 
wiman, still breathing, was pulled out. 
Theso were sent to the city hospital. Then 
came a corpse, and so the work of rescue 
procesded slowly throughout the day. The 
number of lives lost will not be known 
until the debris is cloared away, hero 
wore 50 rooms in the tenement, about half 
of whioh wero occupied. ‘Twenty-two 
people were known to bo in the building 
at the time of the collapse, Of theso six 
escaped without serious injury, four were 
taken out dead, five wounded and the re 
mainder are missing,

Tom moved to this conclusion by a lot 
tor that has beon in my mind for a week 
Tt fe from & young girl auking advice that 
it would asem im ible a woman could 
Jet hor daughter scok from anyone but her 
aolf, Thegirl pleads as hor oxouse for 
writing: ‘here is no confidence between 
mother and ma I never Ko to her with 
my secrets, Ido not dare to ask her, But 
you, Iamaure, will understand me. Toan 
talk to you, for I know that a woman who 
writes as you do will havo sympathy with 
‘a girl's little troubles.” 

Yhousanda of other girls’ mothors have 
been placed and recorded on the aame list, 
by their daughters, 

Some of these women, I am ¢ 
simply do not recognize the fact 
girl thinking ont things for herself 
to have eonndonced with hor mother. 

Woman's magazines and “woman's 
umn" have become tho confessional of 
the modern girl. ‘The woman editor's mail 
{s loaded down with confidences that be 
long only to those responsible for a girl's 
well being. It is deplorable, but it ts the 
exporience of most women in the nows 
ry work, 

Bie letters that go to the address of one 
wotaan who makes a spocialty of advisory 
writing for young women would mako the 
mothora of the hn who write them stare 
{n amazement, Even the woman herself 
grows more and more aghast at the lack 
of trust between mothers and daughters, 
and the carelessness of the former. Hun 
dreds of letters arrive every week touch 
ing upon the mont sacred subjects. What 
{natill more to be considored ia the fact that 
the nom de plume signed to the ‘woman's 
cvlumn” frequently covers a masculine 
writer, and in fact this especial depart: 
ment referred to was previously conducted 
by aman who had precisely the samo ox- 
perjpace and would probably atill bo 
writing the matter if it had not beon for 
the letters young girla sent to the do- 
partment, 

‘Another case is that of a well-known 
author who has written a number of novels 
which are read in socret and condemned 
publicly, This man says his mail is 
froighted heavily with letters from girls 
who write to him for advice and sympathy. 
And this man himself bas a swoot little 
daughter growing up, from whom, while 
heeding her every confidence, he han oare- 
fully kept the knowledge that ho is the au- 
thor of books severely criticised and de- 
nounced. 

These are not isolated casos by any 
means. 

Many a literary woman has a like ox: 
perience, So have women noted for their 
wealth and charitable dispositions. The 
daughters of the very mothers who read 
this and say: “Oh, my daughter never 
would do such a thing,” or “I'm sure 
Marion trusts me with all her little se 
crets,”” may be precisely the girls who are 
fooling the need of a confidant. 

The fault does not all lie with the moth- 
ers, probably, The statements made by 
the girls, and the reasons for writing doubt- 
loss are not always good and valid. The 
most common exouse for seeking the a@- 
vice of a strangor is lack of sympathy be- 
twoen mother and daughter. 

A girl is generally mistaken iu supposing 
her mother feels no sympathy with her 
little affairs, The mother may forget ap 
parently that she was a girl herself, but 
once made the recipient of confidences, she 
may be counted upon, as a rule to wake 
up to her position, and to the dolight that 
comes from the knowledge that she has 
another soul and mind to sway; and sonse 
of power and dominion over a growing 
mind and heart will broaden hor own life. 
That she does not seck this confidenco is 
the point of criticism. The mother who 
does not earn for herself the complete 
friendship of her daughters misses half tho 
boon of motherhood. 

Another girl writes to a stranger: 

“My mother {s too busy, and Toan’t talk 
to our pastor's wife because a! such a 
gossip.” 

Of course itis unhappy that a minister's 
wife should forget her position, but the 
idea that a woman is too busy to give a 
fow momonts to her daughter's needa 
should not deter any daughter from claim- 
ing time. It seema presumptuous to advise 
a girl to ‘‘make her mother find timo,” 
but really if a girl can write hor troubles 
to a person whom she doesn’t know, cer 
tainly she can put them on paper and di 
rect the envelope just as well to her moth 
er. Almost any mother would be a little 
surprised at such a letter, but it would be 
vory likely to set her thinking. 

What really seoms needed is more 
“chummy” mothers and daughters, <A 
mother who makes her daughter her real 
companion will always be young, whils the 
girl will be far nobler and more compe 
tent, with a lighter heart and a capacity 
for enjoyment produced by the knowledge 
that she has a genuine friend to ‘talk 
things over” with. 

Some of the best and truost girls, and 
the favorites with other girls, have been 
those who became particularly observant 
and conscientious, because everything was 
to be ‘‘talked over at home with mother.” 

Not only does a mother do her daughter 
wrong in not “courting her intimate ao 
quaintance while she is growing up, but 
he does her a permanent injury that sel 
dom is counteracted, Tho girl does not 
know how to place confidence in any per 
son or else acquires the habit of relating 
to atrangers what should only bo discuased 
between those who bear the clovent rela 
tions in life, 

After sho marrios the result of this habit 
prequauly is disastrous, Asa woman sho 
doss not know how to win the confidence 
of her husband and fails to give him her 
own thoughts and desires and foelings as 
thoy really oxist. What is far worse sho 
goes outside of her home to talk over her 
household affairs, and #0 gonsip is oasily 
bred, works ruin, and breaks up marri- 
ages. 

One way to prevent this wide reaching 
state of things is for a mother to begin 
when her danghters aro little girls to be 
companionable with them, and to continue 
to make them prefer to talk over all things 
with her far more than with any other per-

Whon Goorge Stephenson was busy de 
vining tho Hirst locomotive soon to astonish 
the world and reyolntionize social 
toms, Whitohoad, a boy of 10, was a driver 
of aconl car on the tramways near Darling 
ton, England ho tramway ran from

Darlington to Stockton listance of 
twenty-five miles, anil th wion of ite 
construction was A cheap mean« of 
transporting oy the mines to the 
seaboard, ‘That c howl of transport 
howevor, was onr uvvurh railroad syste 
in embryo. Stephenson talked the owner 
of the road into the idea of trying stean 
instead of horse power, and thena stragyle 
began that lated several years before a 
chartor could be secured. “Lhe road was 
opposod by all clauson of people, Laborers 
thonght it would put everybody out of 
work, Tho lauded proprietors objected be 
cause it would ruin their fox courses, farm 
ore thought it would burn their stacks, and 
roachors talked againtt it from the pulpit 
ecunse itinocked God by bringing places 
noarer togother than he ever intended they 
ahould be, On this account muoh of Ste 
shonson's preliminary aurvoying had to be 
aan by moonlight. When the obarter 
was fiually granted, the roadbed was cou 
structed on a domewhat different plan from 
that pursued at present. Tho rails were 
Jaid on two-foot blocks of wood and w 
kept from spreading solely by tho weight 
of the ballast. The firat engine construct 
od was the ‘‘Locomotion,” which weighed 
about twelve tonsa and had but four whoels. 
The wator tank was made out of a hogs 
head, On this engiuo the erstwhile driver 
of the tram, Joseph Whitehead, became 
the first fireman. 

Tho road was completed its whole longth 
before tho first train was run over it, and 
on the day of opening the route was lined 
with people eager to seo the iron horse, 
The little engine made the run successfully 
and proved that it would not do all the 
evil things reported of it, The speed de- 
ponded on the wind, If a head wind on a 
grade it often came stock atill and had to 
wait till the wind went down. At othor 
times it ran ton or twelve miles on hour. 
Tho first trip was made Sopt, 27, 1825. 

The namo of tho first engine was "Loco. 
motion,” and the driver, James Stephen: 
son, was a cousin of George, 

Strange as it may appear, although many 
other things about railroad constrnotion 
have beon altered, the gauge of the first 
line of railway ever laid down—4 feot 84 
inchos—has become the stangard gauge of 
the world. At this time Mr. Whitehead 
could neither reud nor write, and it wan 
only at tho earnest solicitation of George 
Stephenson that he undertook to master 
the threo R's, Once interested, however, 
he became a zealous student, and by con- 
tinued application rose to the post of pay- 
master of the road. 

Bofore tho first trial was made tho pross 
of that time prophesied that all sorts of dire 
disaster would tappen if the visionary Sto 
phonson were permitted to carry out his 
scheme, The proposed speed of the loco- 
motive seemed to havea special terror for 
these editors, Tho Quarterly Review sald 
among other things: 

Twelve miles an hour! Might as well trust 
one’s self to be fired off on a congress rocket, 

A fow years later the editor of the Ra- 
viow happened to board a car behind the 
old “‘Planot,” the engineor of which, Robert 
Pickering, was dfunk. The run was not a

very long one, but for the last four miles 
of the atretch the train, composed of two 
or three of the old-fashioned cars, besides 
the engine, flew along at a spevd exceeding 
sixty miles an hour, The distance was 
covered in three and a half minutes, and 
it iu aid that the Qnarterly Review never 
afterward ridiouled prophecies of railroad 
speed, 

Aftor serving several years as fireman 
and ongineor on the firat English railways, 
Mr, Whitehead launched ont a4 a contrac- 
tor and builc a large portion of the Cale- 
donian Railway on the west coast of Scot:

He 
took the first engine into Manitoba in 1878, 
taking it by boat from Fisher's Landing 
down the Red River to St, Boniface, 
Since the completion of the Canadian 
Pacitic Lino Mr. Whitehead has lived 
at Ciinton, Ont., in comparative retire- 
mont,

There has been no 
gemblance of a riot nor any sign of the 
slightest disturbance, Several letters have 
been forwarded froin various outports to 
papers expressing deep indignation against 
the tactics of the opposition, but there his 
been no actual disturbance as claimed. It 
is impossible to verify the rnmors to the 
effect that warships have been ordered 
here onrlier than usual, Sir Terence 
O'Brien, the governor, is in constant com- 
munication with the Imperial Government 
relative to the dissolution of Parliament, 
but he will hardly make a move in this 
direction without the consent of the im:

LAID HIS NECK ON THE TRACK: 


Shocking Sulcide of n Man Supposed to Bo 
” Murderor, 


Hazevrton, Pa, April 10.—A man who 
is supposed to be Michaol Rossa, the mur 
dorer of Anthony Tobena, committed sai- 
cide here by placing his neck on the rail 
before a passenger train on the Delaware, 
Susquehanna ond Schuylkill railroad.

The man was well dressed. He had a 
stubby gray moustache, black hair tinged 
with gray, and features of Htalian caste. 
In his pockets wore found a Swiss silver 
watch and match box marked “F, ©.” 
Tho coroner, who was suinmoned, decided 
that the case was clearly suicide, and no 
inquest was hold. ‘The appoaranco of the 
man tallied closely with Michael Rossa, 
who is wanted by the autho.dties for mur- 
doring Anthony Tobona here a week ago,

THB NEW INSOLVBNOY AC. 

The Insolvency bill, which (lsynow sub- 
mitted for the considoratlon of the Senate 
of Onnada, diffors in some material respecta 
from former Canadian Acts, and alao from 
the provisions of the English Aot, partlou- 
Inrly as to tho class‘of debtocs who can take 
advantage of its provisions, In previous 
Canadian insolyonoy laws, traders only 
could assign or be put into bankruptoy by 
thelr creditors. The Evglish Act, however, 
extends Its benofits to all classes of debtors. 
Tho prosont bill provides for two classes of 
debtors; first, traders who are fully defined 
{n seotfon 605, and debtors who are not trad- 
eraas defined by aaldsectlon. The former, 
that Is, the trader, oan only assign, or bo 
placed in bankraptoy, by the action of a 
creditor, That 1s, he cannot make a vol- 
Ontary assignment; whilo the lattor clasp, 
that is the farmer, rancher, graz\or, or other 
debtor, can make a volontary assigoment, 
and ask for {t under the Act ; but he cannot 
be forced Into insolvency. Tho reason for 
this distinction {sto prevent any one or 
more creditors placiog an agrioulturist, or 
other almilor debtor, Into bankraptoy, when 
there might bea probability of bis belog 
ablo to pay his indebtedness after a good or 
average harvost, when, !f foroed Into bank- 
raptoy, his farm and other property might 
be sacrificod, and thus rulned, by the exac- 
tlon of costa, . 

Section 6 sots forth the acta which conatl- 
tute Insolvency, and which render a trader 
Hable to insolyency by proceediaogs instl- 
tated agalnet him, In this partloular follow- 
{ng clozoly the Ach of 1875. 

Section 7 deals with the proceediogs re- 
quired to bring a trader under the act, 
namely, on the petition of a oreditor for 
$260 and upwards, for recelring order, 
which may be Issued in the firs) instance. 
In all casesjthis application ts ex parte, 
except when the act of Insolvency rvlled 
upon fs that the debtor has ceased to moot 
his Mabilities, generally, as they become 
doo. In thls case the ordor {fs Issued only 
after notice to the debtor. 

In case the order Is {asued es parte, the 
debtor may move to sob {b aside As al- 
ready Indloated, provision has not been 
made whereby a trader may make a vol- 
Untary assignment, or whereby a recely. 
fog order may, as in England, bo {ssaed on 
the trader's petition. The act of 1869 pro- 
vided for voluntary assignments, bub the 
act of 1875 provided voluutary ssalgamente, 
on demand of creditors, as well as by weld 
of altachment only, 

Tho {ssuo of a recetving order veste inthe 
offical recelvor tho estate of the Insolyeat. 

Sections 17—20 deal with the appoint- 
ment of offiolal recelvers by the Dominion 
Government aud with the security to be 
glven and dutles to be performed by offislal 
reoolvers. In the interest of the creditors 
provision is mado that the business can be 
carried on In the Interval of tlme botween 
the tssug of the order and tho appointment 
of the Hquidator, for example to finish 
Unfinished contracts ; and proviston {n also 
made that, as fall o statement and In- 
ventory of the estate as possible must be 
compiled and presented at the first meeting 
ofcreditors. The lyuldator muat be Sp: 
pointed at the firat meoting of oreditors 
to be held within twenty days from the 
fillog of the order ; and, if nob then ap- 

pointed, or appointed by tho inspectors 


immediately afterwards, he ls appointed by 
the court, 





Section 29 provides for the appointment 
of Inspectors ; and sectlons 30-34 provide 
for assistance being given by the debtor In 
the winding up of his estate, for his oxain- 
{nation under oath, or the exemination of 
any other person having knowledge of his 
affairs ; for tho arrest of the dobtor in cer- 
tain cases ; and for the delivory of his cor- 
respondence to the officlal rooolyer or 
liqaldator, 

Sections 35.38 make provision for tho 
discharge of the debtor, which may bo ef- 
fected in two ways; first, undor a deed of 
composttion and discharge executed bya 
mejority entitled to rank on the ontate; 
or, secondly, without concent of creditors, 
aftor the expiration uf m year. In both 
onses tho deed or the dischsrge haa to be 
eonfirmed by the court; and proviston ty 


made for notloo to oroditors, Tho court 
may confirm, refuse or suspond the opera: 
tlon of a discharge, aud, in caso of ad od, 
{b may, following the Engliah act, imposo 
conditions as to paymont of farther divi- 
donde out of fataro earnings or after ao- 
| qnired property. 

A mooting of tho oreditora must be hold 
apoolally to consldor a dood of compoal 
tlon; but the nottoes of application to the 
court to confirm the dood may bo given 
conourrontly with che calllog of the moot- 
fog. Tho meoting must, howovor, be hold 
‘ab least one woek bofore the application ts 
hoard, An appoal from tho deolatona of 
tho court confirming or refastng to confirm 
9 dood ts allowed In all caso, Applications 
for dlachargo aro not hoard by tho county 
oourt judges, ao In onse of othor proceed: 
logs nodor tho bill, bab by the jadgos of 
tho higher courts. Tho yarlous provistons 

‘of the bul havo been cand with a viow of 

almplifylng the proceedings and lonsoalng 

tho coate to as groat an oxtond as posable, 

Sootlon 64 extends tho provlelous of the 
act rolating to discharge to traders and 
debtors who, alnce the ropeal of tho act of 

1875, have made gonoral saslgumonts 
withoud preference or priority. 

Parb 3 of tho bill dosla with the dobte 
which aro provable agaloat tho estate; tho 
effect of the iasolyoncy on sotecodent 
transactions; and tho realization and dis- 
tribution of tho property of tho ostate. 
These scotlons aro based apon the aod of 
1875, 

Sootlon 68 onumerates tho privileged 
claims to be pald fn fall before payment of 
dividends, namoly, clalma of officlal ro- 
celver, liquidators, omployees for threo 
months’ salary, and of landlord for three 
months’ rental. In tho cago of a Iandlord 
tho right of restraint te taken away, but 
a preferential lien Is given for tho tlme 
promises aro oooupled by the liquidator for 
tho bonetid of tho estate. 

Section 80, following the Euglish act, 
allows property to be dirolalmed tn cortaln 
cajes when burdened with conditlons, 
whlch would render {b valueless as an 
asset, This sootion was nob embodied tn 
previous Insolvency acts In Canada, 

Part 4, sectlon 93, provides for » more 
summary method of winding up smal 
estat This ssotlon applica only to 
estates in which the value of the property 
{s moat Jikely to exooed $5,000 of avaliable 
assote, Thero aro almilar provistone ta the 
English act, bub they only apply to ostates 
under £300 stg. or $1,500. 

No spectal remarks need bo made in re- 
Iation to Part 6, which deals especially 
with the datles of the Iquldator. His ro- 
munoration, as well as the romunoratlon of 
the officla) recolver, fs left in the hands of 
the croditora or inspectors, subjx0b to re- 
viow by the court. 

Part 6 rofera to offences and ponaltios, 

Part 7 provides for procedure gonorally, 
This bill adopts the principle of the 
English act, namely, that tho majority In 
value of the creditors present aba mooting 
and entitled to vote, decide all quostlons 
arlaing {o connection with adjastment and 
distribation of the assets of the {Insolvent 
oatato, 

It {fs anderstood that the Government 
have introdaced the bill to tho Senate in 
order that ita provistons may recolve the 
falleat possible conslderatlon from the 
commercial community at an early stage of 
{ts progross through Parliament,

A MILWAUKEE HORROR. 






Mrave  iromen Treolpltated Into a 
Vit of Vire. 

Mipwavicee, Wis, April 10.—Yesterday 
morning tlawey wore seon broaking ont 
from the rear of the Davison theatre au 
hotel, a strnocture yulned at $300,000, Im 


modiately on the arrival of the firemen, 
laddora were rua up aud tho mon rnsled 
up on the roof, six storeys from the 
ground, Indoing so, Allie Reesy, one of 
tho men, slipped and fell to the ground, 
being killed by tho fall, All the mon 
from engine house No. 4 were directed to 
tho rear purtion of the roof right neur the 
wtago, where the fire was the worst. These 
firemen and others took their stations and 
began work, when, without warning, the 
roof under thom gave way, precipitating 
nine of the men 80 fvet below into the fire 
on the stage of the theatro, nd all of them 
wore oither killed by the fall or burned or 
suffocated to death. 

The fire origivated apparently on the 
stage, ‘The Liliputians were filling a two- 
wooks’ engagement at the house, Tho 
members of the Insurance fire patrol were 
covering up the seats of the parquette 
when suddenly a little light appeared 
through the room above. They ran back 
justin time to escape the falling roof. 
They saw tho struggling firemen and debris 
fall into the raging flames, Tho agonizing 
cries of the mon could Lo heard for a short 
space of time, and then they died away as 
their vitality was overcome, Thoro was 
no esgape for the men who fell on the 
stage. ‘They fell into « blazing pit, and 
were covered by the debris of the roof. 
Tho entire interior of tho magniticent 
theatre soon became a furnace of flames. 

The total money loss occasioned by the 
fire is about $225,000, 

There were many acts of heroism dis- 
‘layed, chief of which was the daring of 
Michael Dunn, captain of the fire tuy 
Cataract. Ho was on the roof when it 
fell, and took in the situation at a glance. 
Other firemen rigged o rope, making it 
fast to a portion of the hotel building, and 
dropping it over into the awful chasm 
through which sv many of his comrades 
had yone down to death, Dunn seized it 
and slipped down into the farnace, Soon 
there was a ery from below to pull the 
rope ip. Dann had found Pipeman Voo 
helpless. He tied the rope around him 
and ordered it raised just as he found 
Fireman ONeill in the debris, A delega 
tion of the insurance patrol effected an 
entrance from below and joined Dunn in 
tho resoue, 

Last night the bodies of John 'T, Favrell, 
lieutenant of engine No. 1, and Thomas 
Morgan, pipeman of No. 1, were found in 
the us ofthe theatre and taken to the 
mac Tho body of third Assistant 
Chief Angust Jansson is the only one not 
yot found. All the bodies haye been 
identified and tho number of killed is

ally known that there are localities where 
the vivid flashes and the deafening peals 
are incessant. Tho most notable of these 
continuous lightning districts is on the 
eastoru coast of the [sland of San Domin- 
go, a leading member of the group of the 
Wost Indies. It is not mennt that the 
lightning is here continuous tho year 
round, but that, with the commencement 
of the rainy season, comes this zig-zag 
featuro of electric illumination, which is 
then continuous day and night for weeks, 
Tho storm centre is not continuously local, 
but shifta over a considerable area, and, as 
thunder is seldom heard ovor a greater dis- 
tance than eight miles, and the Ughtning 
in the night will illuminate so as to be 
seon thirty miles, there may be days in 
somo localities where the twinkle on the 
sky is in a continuous succession while 
the rolling reports are absent. ‘Then again 
come days and nights when the electrio 
artillory is piercing in its detonntions; and 
especially is this the case when two sepa- 
rate local cloud centres join, as it were, in 
an electrio duel, and, as sometimes occurs, 
a third participant appears to add to the 
elomental warfare. Thon there is a blaz 
ing sky with blinding vividness and stan- 
ning peals that seom to pin the listener to 
the earth. Long before the echoes oun dio 
away come others, until the auricular

given the olty, and the city is to be di 
vided into four constitnencles, ‘Thore 


constituencies are to be known respective 
ly as the electoral districts of ant To 
yonto, North ‘Toronto, South Toronto and 
Went Toronto, 

Ho thonght the proposed divisions would 
conimond themselves as boing very reavon 
ablo geographical divisions, olosoly ap 
provohing to equulity in the number of 
Voter,

Hon. Mr. Gibson—It is not very easy to 
obtain the figures with accuraoy, but as 
far on I have been able to ascertain) the 
voting population of Toronto East would 
be 7,086, of Toronto North 7,611, of To

Mr, Gibson said additional roproson ta 
tion for Hamilton was no new requeat, as 
the subject had boon dismissed and con 
sidered for a number of years, It would 
be agreed that Hamilton was entitled to an 
additional representative, 

It is proposed that thore shall bo two 
mombers for tho city of Hamilton, and 
that the city shall be divided into electoral 
divisions to be known as Kast and West 
Himilton, and that the division shall be 
ona straight line running through the 
centre of Hewadn stredt, contiuued tu tho 
southern limits of the clty. ‘his division 
of the city will leave about an equal por- 
tio! of the business part of the oity in 
either of the electoral ‘divisions, and it 
will be # very close approximation to an 
absolutely equal division of the city so far 
‘as population ts concerned. 

The only other change proposed to be 
made inthe present representation is in 
regard to the city of Ottnwa, and it is pro- 
pees by the present bill that Ottawa shall 
@ represonted by two members, The 
electoral district of Ottawa, as provided by 
the bill, shall condiat not only of the pres. 
ent limits of the city of Ottawa, but will 
inelude two incorporated villages and one 
unincorporated village lying adjacent to 
and) coterminous with the city, One of 
these is the incorporated village of Ottawa 
Wast, which has a population of 714, and 
the other is the incorporated village of 
Hihtonburgh, with a population of 800, 
Then, there is the thickly populated unin 
corporated village of Mechanicayille, which 
is nlso tuken in as part of the city of Ot 
tawa for the purposes of this bill. 

Mr, Meredith asked Mr, Gibson what he 
placed Ottawa's population at. 

Mr, Gibson sail the population of OF 
tawa proper it present, adding to it New 
Edinbargh, Rochesterville and Stewarton, 
which have heretofore bron taken in as 
part of the city, according to the last 
census, was 44,154. Then, adding these 
three villages, you get ~ further increase 
of 2,014, making a total of 46,168, It will 
be seen that in the case of Ottawa, which 
fs the sinuilest of the three cities, the in- 
crease ix justifiable ou the ground of popu- 
lation; that éveu undor the present anit 
and the presént number of representatives 
in the House, Ottawa would be entitled to 
an additional inembor, and under the pro- 
posed increase of representation the city

The Archbishop, who was the centre of 
attraction, entered the court room a few

Mr. St, Louis, in opening the case for 
the Canada Revue, explained that in Nou- 
vomber, 1892, a mandement had been 
issued by the defendant, ‘*the Catholic 
Archbishop of the diocese of Montreal, 
without cause,” to the clergy and the 
faithful of the divcess, forbidding the 
reading of the Canada Rayue and L'Eoho 
Dea Doux Montagnos. 

The mandement had been read in all 
the churches in the diocese and had been 
published in the press, It contained 
‘damaging imputations,” which had 
almost entirely ruined the plaintiffs, The 
Canada Revue had a circulation of 4,000 
soples, which had almost entirely fallen 
off since the issue of the mandement. The 
nut profits of the company had been $3,000 
per annum, which capitalized, amounted 
to $50,000, which aum was now claimed as 
damages, ‘real and exemptary, with in- 
terest and costs.” 

When Mr, St. Louis had finished, Mr. 
Taillon proceeded to address the court on 
behalf of His Grice, ‘' The defendant,” 
said he, ‘tadmits the publication of the 
dooument mentioned in this cuse, The 
plea isa very short one, Your Honor, 
our client published the mandement as 
bishop, as tirat pastor of the diocese of 
Montreal. ‘his ciroular letter was sent to 
the members of the clergy aud read In the 
churches. It dealt with purely ecclesiasti- 
cal nffairs. ‘The bishop claims the right 
to pronounce on questions of dogma and 
morals, aud we submit humbly that bis 
judgments are not subject to the revision 
of the civil tribunals, ‘he bishop claims 
exclusive jurisdiction in these matters, 
He appears before the courts to establish 
the circumstances under which he aimed 
as he did, and tiese being established, ac 
considers that his defence to the action 
will be complete.”

KEEPS HIS POLITICS A SECRET. 


The Prince of Wales Troats All Classes 
With the Samo Tact 


Of all tactful royal personages there is no 
one that shinos more Brilliantly in this par- 
ticular than the Prince of Wales, whose un- 
questioned power and predominant infiu- 
ence in English society and over English life 
aro entirely owing to the delioate tact with 
which they are exercised. How exquisite 
is this tact may be gathered, says a writer 
in the New York Tribune, from the cir- 
cumatance that, although the prince is ap- 
proaching his 60th year and has been the 
most conspicuous public figure in English 
life for the past four decades—always in 
full glare of the prying gaze of the people, 
and without scarcely a foy's privacy—yet 
up to the present moment noone, not 
even among his dearest friends, possesses 
any inkling as to the true character of his 
political sympathies, Hoe is equally court- 
eous and gracious to Lord Salisbury 
and to Mr. Gladstone, He has both tory 
and liberal statesmen to stay with bim in 
she country at Sandringham; he has even 
thown marked civility to Irish homo rul- 
ers, so much so, indeed that, there are 
some people on both sides of the Atlantic 
who fondly imagine that the prince is al- 
moat a fenian, No one, however, knows 
anything on tho snbject ‘‘for sure’; and 
hence, when the prince comes to the 
throne, he may be expected to figure aa a 
model of all constitutional monarchs, hold- 
ing an impartial balance between the two 
great political parties, and being absolgte 
ly free from any suspicion of inclining 
more to the one than to the other. Aud 
were the prince to die before anceseding 
to the throne he will be remembered both 
in England and on the continent as the 
man of the present ora who was distinguish 
ed among all his contemporaries for por 
sessing in the highest degree that inmost in 
Ajapensable of all virtues, namely, tact.

Jndge Watts, of the te courts, on 
the request of Governor Tillman, granted 
an injunction agninst Munnger Gray, of 
the telegraph company, restraining him 
from accepting messages for transmittal 
on the Darlington trouble unless sent by 
State anthoritios, 

The city and State dispensaries were 
cloned by order of the Governor, and thoir 
contents were hauled to the Ponitentiary 
for safe keeping. 


The Governor's Defence. 


Governor Tillman has issued the follow 
ing: 

That I am in any way responsible for the 
present condition of things in this State is 
utterly false and absolutely without foun 
dation in fact. 

1 did not make the Dispensary law, On 
tho contrary I protested ayninat its enact 
inens and predicted, from my knowledge 
the people of the State, that it would lead 
to violence and bl Hdl 

I have not tried to Suforoe its monstrous 
provisions, On the contrary, I have urzed 
that its constitutionality be deterinined by 
the courts, and that the pe yield a read) 
obedience to the law once the law hin i 
determined, 

I did not appoint desperate or trresnon 
sible isen to enforce the law and arm them 
with rifles with instructions to shoot any 
one who might resist by look or word the 
infanious work of the whiskey spies, 

1 did not pardon before reading tho evi 
donce in the case, the first of the aplon 
who was convicted, although his offence 
was sonrching premises without a warrant 
and striking # woman, the mistress of the 
preminon. 

I haye never deolared that I would head 
® mob to lynch a man for any offence 
whatever.—Benjamin Tillman, Governor 

Story of the Fight. 

Constable McDonald, when asked to tell 
tho story of the fight, anid 

“Five of us bad beon detailed to stay in 
Darlington, while the others went to 
Charleston, When the aquad which was 
going to Charleston went to the station 
where tho fight took place we went with 
thom. 

“While we were there Billy Floyd and

gan firing at the constables, The officers 
wore standing in a body and wero the tar 
gots of the whole party, Tho constables 
returned the fire.” 

“Did the ovnstables uso riflos or pis- 
tole?” was asked, 

“Only eight of the men were armed with 
rifles, I did not huve one, Ido not know 
how many of them used rifles, I do know, 
howover, that Constable Papper and Mo 
Lendon did not have rifles and used 
pistols, 

‘‘MoLendon emptied his pistols before 
he seemed to know he was shot. Popper 
was killed soon after the firing bogan, I 
do not know how many times he fired or 
whetber he fired at all. Ido not know 
who shot Popper, 

“Tho shooting was over in a fow seo 
onds, The first thing I knew of the end- 
ing of the fight was seeing the constables 
making for cover, They remained long 
enough to see that they would bé crowded, 
as couriers had started to the city at once 
for roinforcementa, 

“I waa one of the five men detailed to 
atay in Darlington and did not rnn off with. 
the main body of the constables. I wont 
to Colonel Pepper. He was lying on the 
ground, and as I bent over him he opened 
his eyes, smiled at me and closed them 
again. Then he gasped and died,” 

It is apid that two judges have declared 
tho State Dispensary Act unconstitutional 
and that the war will be now fought out 
in the conrts instond of between the of- 
ficers of the law and the people, A com- 
mittee of Darlington oitizons held a long 
consultation with the Governor of the 
State, and the latter when asked the result 
made the following important statement, 
which outlines his course for the future: 

“They came over hore for a covference 
with mo at my invitation—that is, I asked 
Mr. Colter to come, and the other gentlo- 
men exproased a desire to come, too, We 
havo had a full talk over the situation in 
all ite aspects. As a result Ihave instruct- 
ed General Richbourg to prepare every- 
thing to bring the troops back over here 
on Friday. They will arrive here atolevon 
o'clock, and the companies fram the up 
country will go on through, while all the 
othors will be distributed about the State 
on the first outgoing trains, 

“T do not care to keep the force there 
any longer than is absolutely unecessary, I 
have promised the committee nothing, and 
they have promised me nothing. I have 
agreed, however, that if these men in 
Darlington who have caused the tronblo 
will atand their trial I will Jet the civil law 
take its course all the way throngh.” 

The loading citizona have pledged thom: 
selves in writing to keep the ponce and 
even to permit the dotested constables 
to return and tostify without molesta- 
tion. Bunt the authorities are taking no 
chances, 


A Western Blizxard. 


Last week's blizzard, continuing séventy 
hours, has never been approached in 
severity by any other storm in this locali- 
ty. Traffic is entirely suspended and 
communication by wire with the outside 
world has only just been restored. Snow 
is drifted from ten to twenty feet deep in 
every direction, The mail coach took five 
days making ono trip for Clarmont, thirty 
miles, The loss of stock is terrible. In 
one herd near Buffalo, containing stock 
which had been fed all winter, over twen- 
ty per cent, perished, Tho loss of range 
stock will likely be one balf, which will 
leave scarcely any stock in the country 
this spring. The tremendous snowfall in- 
sures wonderful grazing next season, and 
thousands of head of stock will be driven 
into the country.-- Wyoming Correspon- 
dont, Chicago Herald:

sufliclent? He thought not, and predicted 
that the people of the country would not 
bo satlitied Ho believed that the 
$20,000,000 surplaw which had been piled 
up by the Government were moneys stolen 
froin th kdts of the poople, and that 
tho mortgages On farms would not amount 
to ae mugh na they did ff’ the poople hud 
not been taxed so much. The N. P. had 
driven over a million Of Canadiana from 
their native land, The Conservatives 
claimed that these people had — loft 
the country becdaso the Grits had 
beon deorying thelr — country, and 
preaching blue ruin. Granted, but the 
‘Torloa Were not silént during All this time, 
They had gone about the country singing 
songs of triumph all the while, but the 
people had seomed to beliove in the word 
of the Grita aud had fled tho country, 
The Government had no doubt been in 
great diffioulty. They had thé majority of 
the people on the one hand crying ont 
against protection, and on the other hand 
thoir masters, the manufacttirers, domand- 
ing a retention of the tariff. Tho result 
was the new tariff, which, in his opinion, 
was totally inadequate, Since the intro- 
duction of the N. b the price of wheat had 
steadily declined, whilé provious to’ that 
time it had gradually inéréased, Whén 
the N.P. was introduded the bry was that 
Whoat was too low in pricé, and was not 
paying, Tho present Governinont asked tho 
at to vote for their polloy at that time 
n order that the price of wheat would go 
up, Wheat had not gone tip, it had gone 
down, and thus the Government policy hag 
failed in this instance as signally as in 
others. Sho, like Rome, could not pro- 
duce enough to eat, Canada had to draw hor 
supply from abroad, and according to her 
demand thé price of wheat was regulated. 
Tho price of wheat in Canada depended 
upon the English market, Shortly after 
the introduction of the N. P, when wheat 
jumped up to $1.47, the Conservatives ox- 
claimed; ‘Look, what we have done for 
you.” Now that wheat had declined to 57 
cents, would they by a parity of logio ad- 
mit that the N. P. was responsible for the 
decline? No, they would not; but they 
would be forced to admit that they wore 
wrong whon they claimed that the prices 
of our natural.products could be increased 
by the tariff’ While the prices to the 
farmers had been driven to the last point, 
all that they required to purchase had 
risen to the highest point, The farmer 
should be sllowed to sell when he 
pleased and purchase in turn when he 
liked. This was the policy of the Re- 
form party. And Opon it they were pre- 
pared to rise or fall, Sir Charles Hibbort 
Tapper had oxprossed a most insulting 
view of tho English trade question. Ho 
had charged free trado Eoglaud with main- 
taining her foreign trade only by force of 
arms, Ho said that she had been driven 
ont of European markets and that the 
soldiers who lad been employed in fight 
iug the glorious battles of England wore 
reduced at last to the ignominious task of 
forcing with their arms the goods of Rng- 
Jand upon the barbarous nations of the 
world. Ho was surprisod to hear auch 
language from an English knight, a Can 
adian privy councillor aud p Tory, He 
was sorry that his idea of the great Britiah 
army was so low. This was not his (Mr, 
Laurier’s) view, He bolivved that England 
was nobly continuing to fight with her prin. 
ciples against the protective tariff of not 
ouly foreign nations, but of her own child, 
Canada, The Finance Minister had said 
that he did not want a revenue or freo 
trade tariff, but u protective tariff. This 
sounded well, but it meant that the 
Government wished to develop the coun- 
try by increasing the cost of eyery article 
to be purchased. The principle was not 
sound, It had been promised that in 
Manitoba und the Northwest, when the 
N.P. was introduced, that in 1894 there 
would be at least 600,000 people. The 
calculation had beoa proved ridiculously 
high, and since the promises made on the 
strength of the N.P, had all failed of fal- 
filment, was it saying too much to claim that 
the N.P. itself was a fuilore ?"

Cable from Nova Scotia to Ireland, 

Lonpon, April 18,—The steamer Fara- 
day, with a part of the Commeroial Cablo 
Company's new cable, has sailed from here. 
The cable ia to be laid from Warkville, 
Ireland, to Nova Scvtia. The ontire cable 
will be about 2,000 miles long. ‘The Fara- 
day, not being large enough to carry the 
whole cablo, will drop the shore sections, 
abont 500 miles, first, and then lay the 
deep sea cable, which is amallor than the 
shore ends. ‘The cable was manufactured 
by Siemens Bros, and Co,, of London, and 
ia guaranteed to afford 83} per cent, im- 
Paezerent in speed over the other cables 
use by the Cominercial Company. This 
will ensure transmission ‘at the rate of 30 
words a minute. Tho cable is much 
larger than any ocean cable hitherto mado, 
The Nova Scotia end has been provided 
with additional protecting armor,to pro- 
vent its being broken, by the anchors of 
fishing vessels. Most of the copper used 
in the conducting partof the cable waa 
supplied by tho Reoblings, of Trenton, N.J.

BUFFALO'S BIG LOSS. 


A Million Dollar Fire—Several Employes 
Burned, 


Burvaro, N.Y., April 18.—Last night 
flames were seen breaking out of the front 
of the American grape sugar works, on 
Scott and Chicago streets, one of tho largest 
concerns of its kind in the country, Lhe 
firemen promptly responded to a general 
alarm, but belore they reached the scene 
the ontire structure was a mass of flames, 
and offorts to save it proved futile, So 
fierce was the fire that in an hour anda half 
it had spread to the public fish market and 
the wholesale meat district, At midnight 
the fire was got under control. 

Pho main building of the grape sugar 
works, eight stories in height, had with its 
dependencies a frontage of 225 feet on 
Scott, extending to the corner of Scott, 
and a depth of 180 feet, reaching to the 
bauks of the Hamburg canal, while the 
feed, drying establishment. warehouses, 
machinery and other subordinate struc- 
tures occupied the south wide of Sooctt 
street, directly opposite the main property, 
and with their respective railroad trac’ 
und freizbting facilities stretched nearly 
to Perry street, U0 feet to the southward, 

“At te time of the fire breaking out 60 

men of the night force were at work in the 
building. Of these 48 were accounted for 
up to midnight und the fate of the others 
were still in doubt. Some of them met 
their deathy in the flaines, Of those ac- 
counted for a number ure seriously injured. 
Wm. Maurice will dic, James Young and 
William Lawndowaski are probably fatally 
hurt. Joun Stern is also badly injured, 
but will recover. Lieut, Schrader and 
Pipeman Weber, of the Fire Departmont, 
were woverely hurt by falling walls and 
also badly burned, Wobor had one leg 
broken. . 

She loss on the grape sugar works will 
exceed $1,000,000, which is covered by in- 
surance to the extent of $500,000, Onat- 
sido losses will extend $200,000,

The House divided, nnd the amendment 
was rejected by 39 yotes to 21.

Hon. Mr, Harconrt moved the Honse 
into committee on a bill to make further 
provision respecting the votors' lista. He

THE ORIGIN OF VAVIAKK 


THE ARTICLE WILLAID YOU TO GET 
A BEAUTIFUL THIRST: 


The exact origin of caviare, like many 
other good things, appoara to be lost in the 
mists of fable, Itisa Tartar word, and 
the food probably camo into general uso 
aftor the first Tartar invasion of Ruasia, 
whon the ruined agriculturists were driven 
largely toa fish diet. The roe, or ogy of 
the Russian sturgeon, or the sterlet, being 
#0 large and so quick to decompose unloss 
chomically treated, would naturally sug- 
gestn vory thorough process of salting 
down. Caviaro in Russia is said to be 
saltior than salt. 

The stargeon, from which it is obtained, 
belongs to the ganoid family of fishes and 
attains very large sizo in all tho Russian 
rivers, lt is frequently ten foot long, and 
specimens measuring eighteon feet aro 
caught from time to time even now, when 
the fish are netted in such enormous quan- 
titios, “A fomale sturgeon of averayo size 
lays about three million eggs, so that the 
enormous fecundity of this fish has a chanco 
to keap pace with its almost wholesale de- 
struction. 

Thoy rotire far up stream to breed, and, 
as the rivers are dooply frozen over at 
spawning time, one of the devices adopted 
to drive them into the traps at the narrower 
turns of tho rivors is oxtremoly picturesque, 
A regular battalion of horsemen start at 
the top of the stream, and putting spurs 
to their well-shod horses, gallop along to- 
gothor, so that the thundor of their gallop 
sounding through the ice shall frighten 
the huge but timid sturgeon and drive them 
headlong down to the traps. 

The oily salted roe called caviare was in- 
troduced to Wostern Europe by the Vene- 
tian traders of Constantinople, and appears 
to havo made its appearance in England 
about fifty years before Shakespeare wrote 
“Hamlet.” 

It did not rise rapidly into popular favor. 
Shakespoare, in ‘‘Hamlet,” uses it fora 
metaphor to the contrary: ‘‘For the play, 
I remember, pleased not the million. 
'Twas caviare to the general; but it wasan 
excellent play.'’ So the Russian delicacy 
was an excollont whet to the palate of dis- 
corning gourmets, though the publio, till 
quite recently have nevor cared for it, 
espocially as a dish oran appetizer. Yot, 
to give a man a fine “drinkitite” as well as 
appetite, to insure him the possession of 
what might be termed a thousand-dollar 
thirst at the beginning of a banquot, there 
{a nothing quite equal to caviare. 

Those are various ways, bowever, in 

os that of a 


Caviare, dashed with olive oll and spread 
on parallelograms of toast saturated with 
butter, and then warmed for ten minutes 
in an oven, makes a very delicious morsel, 
Cay! dashed with tomato ketchup, 
er even with walnut ketchup, and 
French vinegar, thon warmed slightly and 
pal in hot patties, is another ambrosial 
elicacy. 

Caviare salad, made with hard-boiled 
eggs. chopped in amall pieces, a couple of 
frosh tomatoes, any bit ef green and a 
little olive oil and yinegar, is a picnic per- 
feotion hard to beat, and only carries with 
it areasonable amount of thirst. 

The silverskin onion stuffed with amix- 
ture of caviare, a thimbleful of olive oil 
and fine bread crumbs, then baked for 
about twenty minutes, offers anothor 
toothsome way of learning to love caviare. 
The onions, of course, should have been 
half boiled before baking to release that 
poisonous property which that strong but 
fine vegetable sometimes possesses very 
potently in combination. 

Another rather unusual way of apply- 
ing caviare, though there is one Frenoh

restaurant in this city where tho dish can 
bo obtained in all its delicate perfection, 
{s to take a plump young chicken, stuff it 
with caviaro, and roast it rapidly, basting 
freoly. 

The commonost way of eating caviare is 
in the form a sandwich, and the amount 
of these consumed is largely on tho in- 
croaso, but this, as a rule is not tho true 
Russian eaviare It is by no moaus, how 
ever, an inforio, yrticle, for it is made 
from the eggs of fishes in our rivera that 
belong to the sturgeon family, and it would 
puzzle « connoisseur quite often to toll the 
difference, 

Probably the best that comes to this 
country bears the Jabel of a firm which is 
| said to have its pick of the Russian markot 
after tho Czar and the German Emperor 
and Bismarck, who i# extravagantly fond 
| of this thirat-prodacer, baye laid in their

Queen Vioteria is at Florenos, Italy 
When the train arrived bearing Her Ma 
waty and the royal party, they wero heart 
ly cheered as thoy alighted. As Hor Ma 
joaty stepped from the train sho was wel: 
cored by the Duke of Aosta, nephew of 
King Humbert, on behalf of the King and 
Queen of Italy. Sir Francis Clare Ford, 
the British Ambassador to Italy, then re 
ceived the Queen with appropriate formal 
ities and the royal party were driven to the 
Villa Fabbricotti, where Her Majesty will 
remain until April 19, 

An immense triumphal arch composed 
ontirely of camellias sj ed the principal 
streot and through this the Queen and her 
party were driven amid the cheors of the 
crowds who lined thedriveway. All along 
the route from the station to tho villa 
thousands of people cheered asthe party 
passed and hundreds of kodaks were lovell 
ed at the ocoupants of the royal carriages, 
Tho city was in holiday attire and flags and 
flowers wore evorywhere displayed in 
honor of the royal visitor, 


The Queen's Villa and its History, 

The Villa Fabbricotti is a tall, 
handsome modern pile, situated in 
the midst of cypressos and overgreen 
onks, It was known formerly os the 
Villa of the Anciprossi, and is really one 
of the oldest constructed on the hill of 
Montughi, dating from the fourteenth con- 
tury, when it was owned by the well-known 
old florentine family of the Buoninreg.i. 
Finally it was bought’ by Count Fabbri- 
cotli, who restored and enlarged it to its 
present condition,

and surmounted by a tower which will be 
the abode of the Queen's Indian servants 
a belvedere, as it is called in Italy. The 
villa faces sonth, but the carriage entrance 
ia at the side, fer the whole south facade 
is ocoupied by a glass enclosed loggia, a 
delicious spot in which to take afternoon 
ten or lounge away an idle hour, watching 
the sunsot er the play of lights in the city 
below. This is entered from a long room, 
known as the gallery, which has been set 
aside for the Queen's reception room, in 
the event of a visit from royal personages. 
Otherwise the Queen wili live entirely 
on the second floor, which was prepared 
for hor reception, the furniture for botli 
bed and sitting room being sent out from 
England, for Hier Majesty always likes to 
sleop in the same bed and write at tle 
samo table she is used to. The Queen's 
bedroom is that in the right hand corner, 
and is lighted by three windows, two of 
which open on the right side of the villa 
Adjoining the Quoeen’k private rooms nin 
tho apartmonts reserved for Princess Beat 
rice aud for tho ladies-in--vaiting. 
Tho garden surrounding the villa is not 
extensive, but it bas been arranged that 
jesty’s donkey carriage sball bo 
able to go into the gardens of the adjoin- 
ing villas in order to extend her drive. In 
these gardens palms and cacti flourish tall 
and strong, as well as the cypresses, whence 
the villn took its ancient name, Gladly 
Florence and the Florentines once more 
greeted England's Queen and saluted the 
royal standard of Great Britain as it 
waved from the belvedere of Fabbricotti’s 
villa, 4

You do vot go.to a smallpox hos 
pital for the pur; exploration, You 
do not go there, becuuss you are afraid of 
contagion, — And yet you yo into the pres 
once of moral leprosy that 
more dangorous to you as the death of the 
soul is worse tian the death of the body, 
I will undertake to say that nine tenths 
of the mon who have been ruined in our 
cities have boon ruined by simply going to 
observe, without any idea of participating. 
‘Tho fact is that underground city lite is a 
filthy, fumiug, reeking, pestiforous dopth, 
which blasts the eye that looks at it, In 
the Reign of Terror, in 1792, in Paris, peo 
ple escaping from tho officors of the law 
got into the sewers of the olty, and crawled 
and walked through miles of that awful 
lnbyrinth, stifled with the atmosphere and 
almoat dvad, somo of them, when they 
camo out to tho river Seine, whore they 
washed thomsclyes and again broathed the 
fresh air, But Ihave to tell you that « 
great many of the men whogo on the work 
of exploration through the underground 
gutters of Now York life never come out at 
any Seine river where they can wash off 
the pollution of the moral sewage, 

About sixteon years ago as a minister of 
religion I felt Thad « divine commission

By 
the grace of God defended, I had never 
wowed imy ‘wild oats,” I had somehow 
been able to tell frum various sources 
something of the 4nities of the great 
cities, aud to preach against them; but TI 
saw, in the dostraction of o great multi- 
tude of the people, that there must be an 
infatuation and temptation thav had never 
been spoken about, and I said, ‘I will ex- 
plore.” I saw thousands of men goin; 
down, and if there had been o spiritua 
percussion answering to the physical per- 
cussion, the whole air would have been full 
of the rumble, and) roar, and crack, and 
thunder of the demolition, and this mo- 
ment, if we should pause in our service, 
we should hear the crash, crash! Just asin 
the siokly sexson you sometimes hear the

Germany Will Investigate the Criel- 
ty in the Cameroons. 


BRUTALITY TO HELPLESS NATIVES. 


Outrages Were Perpetrated on Helpless 
Men and Women and Were Executed at 
the Order of the German Administrator 
—The Facts Appear to Haye Been Even 
Worse Than at Virst Reported. 


Berurx, April 14—In the Reichstag, 
Baron Marschall yon Rieberstein, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, stated that the official 
reports recoived by the geveriment con- 
firmed the statements which had been 
made in regard to the atrocities practised 
in the Cameroons and said that the facts 
wore oven worse than had been represont- 
ed. The official reports show that Herr 
Leist, the Chancellor of the administration 
of the Comeroons, is| responsible in 4 
Rreater degree than any otheroflicer in the 
territory for the outrages inflicted upon 
helpless men and women, the most of the 
brutalities having boen executed by his 
orders, Tho Minister said all of the per- 
sons implicated in these outrages would be 
subjected to the severest punishment pos- 
sible under the law. A searching investi 
gation is being made and the result of the 
luguiry will shortly be published.

of tho said countries by the Government 
of which such obanye in its tariff of duties 
has been made as aforesaid.”

The next clause that provoked discussion 
was No, 8: “That on imported Indian 
corn, to be kilu-dried and ground into 
meul for human food, or ground into meal 
and kiln-dried for such use, under such 
regulations as aro made by the governor- 
in council, there may be allowed a draw- 
back of 90 per cent. of the duty paid.”

these circumstances the Goverument has 
decided to re-open the matter, and to in- 
clude contagious dissuse hospitals amoung 
those entitled to ald auder the Act, sub 
ject to such rales and regulations appli 
cable thereto as may be approved of, wud 
in this connection to consider also tho ad- 
visability of a modification of tie present 
bystom as affecting paying patients, 

Mr, Clancy moyed to refer the public 
accounts for the year to the Pubilo Ac- 
counts Committee, with instruction to call 
and examine witnesses in relation to all 
matters affecting or relating to the ox- 
penditure in conuection with the registry 
offices in the province, F 

Hon. Mr. Hardy asked that in the ab- 
sonce of the Attorney-Goveral the resolu- 
tion should stand, stating that the Govern: 
mont would do everything to facilitate the 
attendance of any witnesses that might be 
called for in any rasolution moyed by Mr 
Clancy. 

Mr, Clancy consented on this assurance, 

Persons Employed in Registry OMices. 

Mr. Wood (Hastings) moved for a return 
showing the persons employed in each re« 
gistration division for the last three yours, 
giving names and dates of engagement, 
length of timo employed, charactor of ser 
vice and the amount paid to each person 
80 omployed. 

Mr. Wood stated that he had been in re 
colpt of a number of letters complaining 
of several gross irregularities existing 
among registry offices, and instanced in 
purtioular tho office in East Northuinber 
land. He desired to draw attention to a 
retnrn froin that office, In 1891, he was in 
formed, that official charged $75 for out- 
side labor, and he charged for his deputy 
$600, whilst he had charged for himself 
the sum of $500 for overwork. In 
1892 this registrar had charged $738 for 
expenses, and for the salary of deputy 
registrar $600, In the last named yearthe 
exponses amounted to $733, as compared 
with $1,247 in 1891. Thon, looking at 
the returns for 1893, the charge for inside 
labor has increased to $125, and there was 
also a chargo of $300 for six months’ work 











for one man, while the deputy 
registrar apponred to have had his 
salary advanced to $1,000. ‘The total 


charge for exponses for 1893 wae $1,468, or 
double what it was in 1892, He thought 
this was sufficient to demand the attend 
ance of officials before the Public Accounts 
Committee for an investigation 

Hon, Mr, Gibson replied that he was 
not in possession of information ostablish 
ing the gorrectnoaa or incorrectness of the 
figures. Ho prosumed, howover, tliat the 
municipality might bo safely entrusted to 
look after ite own iutervots in regard to the 
receipts from the registry office. 

Mr, Wood said the municipal corpora- 
tion did not look after these matters, but 
the provinojal inspector was relied npon 
to seo that the work was properly per: 
formed. 

Mr. Meredith condemned tho return as 
entirely misleading and fraudulent. 

Dr. Willoughby criticized the conduct of 
the registrar of Northumberland and waid 
that as he was a doctor he was compelled 
to resort to misleading methods to fulfill 
the provision requiring him to give his 
whole time to his duties as registrar.

throughout one Parliament may resume 
his right to ait in the House of Lorda if 
he shall ao elect, On the other hand the 
bill provides that a peor once olocting to 
sit in the House of Lorde shall for 
ovor forfoit hin right to alt in the 
House of Commons Thia ja decided 
ly a jug-handled scheme, and  muat 
of necessity meet with strong opposition 
The Cabinet is baving considerable difi 
culty in arriving at. a decision as to the 
manner in which thoy shall deal with the 
anti-Lorda question, Tho Ministora woll 
know that tha Radicals are determined to 
force thom to a definite declaration on the 
quostion in the course of the session and 
are alive to the necessity of arriving at 
some doterininate course of prooslare, 
Thoy are continuing thoir discussions on 
the subject at every meeting of the Cabinet 
and overy effort is boing made to reach 
ome conclusion in the conatrnotion of 
some form of measure of restricting or 
abolishing the veto power of the Lords 
that will command the approval of a 
majority of the House of Commons 

That tho rogistration bill will not be 
passed in tho whapo in which it waa iv 
troduced is absolutely certain vit it is 
equally plain that the framers of the bill 
did not expect it should be. ‘Tho cractal 
factor of the whole measure Is the aboli 
tion of plural voting, combined with the 
practioal establishment of the one inanone 
yote principle through simultanoons elec 
tions, This can have no other effect than 
to juatity the opposition in treating the 
bill as a gerrymandering scheme, as they 
unquestionably will unless it is accompani- 
ed by a plan of redistribution of the con- 
atituencios, 

Rumors of sweeping proposals in the

Lonpon, April 16,—At the festival din 
ner given at tho Middlesex hospital tho 
Prince of Wales, who presided, offered a 
tonst to the Army and Navy, the defenders 
ofthe empire. Ho expressed his gratifica 
tion at the decision of the Government to 
inorease the navy, which, he said, was the 
bulwark of national defence. On the sub- 
ject his Royal Highness said: ‘‘God forbid 
that it should imply any threat to other 
countries, It is just the reverse, for in 
order to be at peace we must be strony 
Thorefore it is the best policy to strengthen 
the first line of defence—the navy.

DEFRAUDING THE U. S, GOVERNMENT 


Serious Charges Made Against the Car+ 
nogle Steel Comy 

Wasurinoror, April 17 ’ 
bert, of the Navy Department, received 
yesterday the reprosvitative of wix men 
Who make chores of an astounding natire 
againat the Carnegie Steel Company in 
connection with the manafucture by that 
company of armor plate for tho new vos 
sols of the navy’ 

Tho clurges involve gross carelossnons, 
and possibly worse, on the part of the 
government inspectors at the milla, and 
Lieut. Wilner, chief inspeotor at thearmor. 
plate mill, apont yesterday at Washington 
in conference’ upon tho matter with his 
superior, Chief of Ordnance Sampnon, 
They aro based on aftidayits which purport 
to show that the recently-exposed defects 
in armor plates for which the Carnegie 
Company has paid the government 
$140,000, instead of being the result of ao 
cidents, blunders or overzeal on tho part of 
the workmen, were part of « deliberate 
scheme for swindling the government. 
That, instead of continuing for only 
ton months, they began whon the mannfac- 
turing of armor began at the Carnegie 
works and had not ended two weeks ago. 

That they wero carried out by the 
orders, under the supervision and, 
somo cases, with the personal assistanc 
superintendents and other superior officers. 
That not only were test plates retreated 
and doctored jiu various ways after 
selection, but where \plates failed, test 
specimens cut from other plates were 
palmed off on the inspectors, while plates 
absolutely rejected were laid aside and 
subsequently substituted for other plates 
and foisted upon the Government, That 
plates sure to be rojected wore fraudulently 
stamped aa accepted, the inspectors’ 
stamps being sureptitiously obtained for 
that purpose, ‘That the bolts for fasten- 
ing the armor to the ships received less 
than tho required and necessary treatm nt 
and are thereby weaker than thoy shou.d 
bo and liable to be broken by.a blow that 
even 4 poor plate might stand, 

Those charged, if substantiated, will 
show that the supposed inynlnerable sides 
of the new American cruisers and battle- 
ships are weak enough in spots to,be ahat- 
tored by a comparativedy-light blow.

portions of the United Kingdom.” The 
amondment Was finally rejected by a vote 
of 252 to 210. Most of the Parnollites 
abstained fvom the division. The debate 
was adjourned till Friday. 

The Uritish Budget, 

The newspaper comments on the budget 
take a wide range. Everybody expects a 
long and bitter discussion of its Actalle, 
and it is possible the Governmeit may be 
defeated on the measure, though this is 
not the goneral belief, The Parnollite 
members will surely oppose the increase of 
the tax on spirits. ‘he Scotoh members 
are notin favor of it, but they will prob- 
ably not voto against it. The anti-Par- 
nollites are as yet an unknown quantity, 
while the Unionists are inclined to favor 
many of the provisions of the measure, 
but how they will treat the spirit tax it is 
too carly to predict. 


GENERAL MIDDLETON AMAZED.

Lonpon, April 18.—In an interview 
with Sir Fred Middleton, the General

Houghton’s ravings, for I am confident the 
people of Canada can rightly judge be- 
tween us.” 


The Newfoundland Political Crisis. 

Sr. Jouns, Nfld., April 18,—The White- 
wayites base their hope of ultimate auo- 
cess in the impossibility of the new Goy- 
orument olecting # speaker and forming a 
legal honke when Legislature re-opens, 
The jrevoit spevker will realign, The 
Goodridye party, numbering only twelve, 
will be unable to replace him, as thirteen 
mvinbers aré necessary for a juorum. ‘The 
White wayites ure pledged to absent them- 
selves, ‘This will cuuse a complete doad- 
look and only remedy in their opinion is 
disdolution, The trinls aredrigging slowly 
along in the Supreme Court. Whiteway 
lawyers are delaying so as to prolong thein 
and make it Impossible to have thém com- 
pleted before the expiration of the reventis 
bill. Judgment will likely be delivered 
in Supreme Court to-day against the Tele- 
gram for contempt.

wv of registry offices, Would it be 
contouded that the coimittes had no right 
to enquiro into the manner in which this 
official was discharging his duties, and to 
ascortuin whethor he had performed them 
in the manner intended wien his salary 
was votod 7? Ho would give an instance 
showing tho necessity of enquiring into 
the inspection of registry offices, In the 
registry office for t Northumberland 
the number of instroments registered had 
been 1,110, and the revenue $2,147, whilst 
the expenses were stated to havo been 
$1,468, On the other hand, in Lincoln, 
the number of instruments registered was 
,655, or one-third more than in East 
Northumberland, and the revenue was 
$8,053. whilst the expenses amounted to 
jonly $908... Tho Opposition proposed to 
enquire into the facts, and obtain the evi- 
dence of those who were best informed 
upon the matter. 

Sir Oliver Mowat said, in reply, thatthe 
Government had no desire to shelter any 
‘efficial in respect of any wrongdoing, Ho 
did not consider, however, that the Publio 
Accounts Committee possessed the power. 
to investigate the public accounts in the 
general way the hon, gentleman proposed. 
The Hone might, however, arm that com: 
mittee with the authority to investigate |

water works extension and sheriff's officers, 
Sheriff Collins was probably fatally in- 
jured, two Polish rioters were shot dead, 
half'a dozen moro were seriously injured, 
and at least three fatally. A police officer 
was badly hurt and the county jail {s filled 
with 50 of the rioters. 

The trouble really began on Tuesday, 
when Eugineer Williams, of the water 
works, sought to introduce « syatem of 
paying the men by the cubic yard of ex- 
cavation instead of a daily wage, Tho 
Polish Inborers rebelled at this, and as a 
result the water board decided to suspend 
operations, 

Yesterday Engineer Williams and o 
small force of men, accompanied by Shoriff 
Collins and five deputies, went to the scene 
of the disturbance to remove olty water 
department tools. There were 500 Polish 
laborors there and they made demonstra. 
tions of violence on the arrival of Williams 
and his men. Sheriff, Collins and Deputy 
Sheriff Stoyskall addressed the men in 
English aud German and advised them not 
to break the peace, when a Polunder in the 
rear of the crowd made somo inflammatory 
speech, and the Polanders who had picks | 
and shovels madé & rush on Foreman 
Cathey, Cuthey was one of those who 
sympathized most strongly with the de- 
mands the workingmen had made. Then 
somebody struck Cathey a blow on the 
head which felled him to the bottom of the 
excavation, 

Sheriff Collins called to the mob to 
stand back, but no attention was paid to 
what lie waid, and he drew his revolver 
and aimed point blank at the crowd. One 
two, three the shots rang out from his weu 
pon fast as he could pull the trigyor, when 
@ long:handled shovel upraised behind 
deaconded swiftly and a corner of it pierced 
hie skull, As he fell another shovel 
struck him on the ealf of the right leg 
and astream of blood spurted from this 
new wound. A dozen gethered around | 
him and were aiming fresh blows at hii 
when a man rushed in uuder tho uplifted | 
shovels and cried out: ‘Ho is dead, | 
Leave him alone,” The sheriff was carried | 
by some friendly workingmen to a shanty 
abouts furlong distant, 

Cuthey did uot. escape with the first 
blow, Again and again did ‘the sharp 
shovels fallon hia head and his ap:ifted 
hands until consciousness left him and he 
sank downward into the water which 
covered the bottom of the excavation, He 
was rescued by James P. Murtagh, a ro 
porter, and surried to a place of sufety. 

Early in the fight Steyskall wus strack 
on the head and shoulders, He waa not 
badly hurt. Patrolman Andrew Borsig 
was struck several ties on the head with 
shovels and badly cut, He escaped by 
running through a field. Another patrol 
man received 4 bad gasi in the side. He 
succeeded in osoapivg to neighboring 
house. The remainder of the devutios fled | 
towards the fiver, and in the shelterof the 
woods and bushes near the bank managed 
to elude pursuit

Strikers—Fow Trains Running. 


Sr,,Paut, April 19.—The crisis hascome 
in the Great Northern strike and the 
company will from thia hour play ite hand 
with sternness. Judge Sanborn, of the 
U.S, Court of Appeals, has granted aa 
injunction ogainst the strikers in both 
Minnesota and North Dakota, and cited 
them to appear in his court in St, Panl on 
April 27 to show cause why ‘Each of 
them should not be enjoined and restrain 
ed from disabling or rendering in any 
wise unfit for convenient and immediate 
use any engines, cars or other proverty of 
the Great Northern Railroad Company for 
use in interstate commerce, the carrying of 
mails or government supplies, and from 
interfering in any manner with the posses 
sion of any locomotives, cars or any other 
proporty of said Great Northern Railroad 
Company.” 

The developments outwlong the line are 
fin tho direction of tieing up the road a 
littlo tighter The shopmen, switohmen, 
trainmen and sectionmen at Barnesville 
have qfit their places and the short branob 
from Morris to Brown's Valloy was tied 
up by the refusal of the men at Morris to 
move thoir trains.

DEATH BY THE ORO 


ORIGINAL SENTENCE PASSED UPON 
OHAIST STILL IN EXISTENCE. 


How 1¢ as Been Retained Throughout 


the Ages—The Wording of the Sentence 


Fassed by Vontiue Pilate Discovered 


in 18980—Kograved on # Plate of Brass. 


It will probably be a surprise to the 
majority of people to learn that the origi 
nal de sentence parsed upon Josus 
Ohrist ie atill in existence in the form of 
fan engraved plate dating from the vory 
day the nentence was pronounoed by Pon 
tine Pilate, and which has been retained 
through all those years ax one of the most

“Sentence pronounced by Pontius Pil-

Tiberius, aud on the 26th day of the month 
of March, in the holy city of Jerusalem, 
during the pontificate of Annanias aud 
Caiaphaa 

“Pontina Pilate, intendant of the pro: 
vince of Lower Galilee, sitting in judg- 
ment in the presidential seat of the pract- 
or, seritencos Jesus of Nazareth to doath 
on « crows between two robbers, as numer- 
ous and notorious testimonials of the poo 
ple prove : 

t, Joxna fs a misleader, 

“2, He has excited the people to sedi- 
tion. 

"8, Ho is an enemy to tho laws, 

“4. He calls himself the Son of God.

to mouth. 

Coal-binw filled to the overflow aro a 
diffrent thing from coal purchased in the 
dearest way, by the pailful ata time, you 
thousands of poor women can buy their 
coal only in very small quantities or go 
without. Think of being calmly told to 
wait till to-morrow for one's wages, when 
neither stick of wood nor ounce of coal 
was on hand for tho family fire! 

Apart from the inconvenience, embar 
rassment, and misery entailed by laxity in 
paying what one owes eupecially whet 
the oreditors are ‘the poor, and the debts 
aro small, there is evident a serious lack 
of principle in persons who can comfort- 
ably continue in debt, A 

Any lwpse in the rigid honor which in 
pists on mooting each demand and paying 
it in full at the moment of its matur 
volves # loss of self-respect, and brings in 
its train w warped morality, 

There are fow things more important in 
the education of children than the foster 
ing in them tho right estimate of personal 
obligation, The child should be enjolied 
against borrowing aud begging in his minal 
transactions, Let him be held to strive 
account and responsibility as to bis ins 
agement of his allowance, Fidelity here 
will tell in yoars to come, when bis deal: 
ings aro no longer amall, but affect great

registration bill, the evicted tenants bill 
and the budget proposals each contain a 
suficient namber of objectionable pro 
visions to excite the determined and pro: 
longed opposition not only of the Con 
sorvatives, bucofa considerable part of 


the Irish mombers and many Radicals and 
Unioniate, 

Tho restriction of plural yoting by hold 
ing simultaneous elections {8 quite as of- 
fensive to some Liberals as to the Tories 
and Unionists, 

The formation of « royal committee to 
consider the financial questions has 
dragged at every stage, and if its dolibera- 
tions and the subsequent steps toward 
avttlomont of the matter should be at 
tended with aa much apathy, and oa great 
delay the final act of the performance will 
bo postponed nutil far into the fatare. It 
in true that Her Majesty has got to the 
stage of appointing the members of the 
commission, but it will be a long time bo- 
fore the commission will be able to do 
anything practical in the aoratter, porhaps 
not this session, ‘Lhe commission ia com 
posed of Sir Hugh FE. Childers, as chair 
man, Right Hon. Geo, Goschen, Mr. Thos, 
Sexton, Hon. Edward Blake, Mr. John J. 
Clancy, Iwrd Playfair, Lord Farrer of 
Abinger, aud Lord Welby (formerly Sir 
Reginald Welby). 

The chief difficulty with the evicted 
tenants bill is the proposal to allow land 
grabbers the option of retaining their 
farms, Tho McCarthyites are carrying 
their allegiance to the Government to 
extremes in assenting to this proposal, as 
they mnust certainly be awaro that tho 
popular sontiment in Ireland will not be 
gatisfied unless the land grabbers are 
cleared out. Mr. Sexton minimizes, in 

justification of himself aud his associates 
in thia matter, the importance of tho 
quostion, He intimates that there are not 
above a hundred land grabbers in all Ire- 
land, the most of whom, he says, are 
ready to vacate their farms at any time if 
thoy received adequate Coe for 
doing #0, The Parneliites demand that 
the evicted tenants should have absolute 
power to reoccupy thelr holdings, “that in 
tolsay, that nobody shall odcupy a farm 
notil the tenant evicted therefrom had 
decided whether he desires to reocoupy it 
under certain prescribed conditions or not, 
If the tenant decides to reoocupy it under 
those conditions the landlord shall have no 
power to proyent him. When the ques- 
tion comes toa yote it will be possible, in 
the event of the absence uf a number of 
the McCartyites, for » coalition of Union- 
ists and Parnellites to defeat the Govern- 
ment on this question. 

The bill providing for the disostablish- 
ment of the Church in Wales will be in- 
troduced in the House of Commons by Mr. 
Asqnith, Homo Secretary, on Thursday. 
Like the evicted tenants bill, the registra- 
tion bill and the budget proposals this 
mensure will be fonylt to the death by 
the Consorvatives, At a meoting of Con- 
servyative members it was decided to pre- 
cipitate a division on the first reading of 
the bill, so that the fate of the measure 
may be decided before the end of the 
week, 

The big majority in the House of Com- 
mons on Friday evening in favor of con- 
tinuiug the grant of £10,000 to the Duke 
of Edinburgh is by no means to be regard- 
ek as testifying to the Dake's ROPainsey, 
or ag evidence of Parliament's obsequious- 
ness to royalty, It is ma matter of fact 
that the Liberals voted to continue the 
graut very largely out of respect for Mr, 
Gladstou®, who wade the arrangement 
wherohy the grant was conferred upon the 
Duke, Mr, Gladstone has the fulfillment 
of his contract to continué the grant so 
much at heart that he told the Liberal 
whips that if the grant were not supported 
by the Liberals he would come into the 
House aud speak in favor of its continu- 
ance, lioweyer ill he might be. If by any 
chauce the supporters of the Government 
had been outvoted the Ministers would 
also have appealed to the House to con 
sult their diguity in observing the provi- 
sions of any international marriage settle- 
ment. Underlying the debate was a strong 
feeling of contempt for the Duke of Edin- 
bargh, which was ouly half concealed. It 
is an open secret that both the Queen and 
the Prince of Wales intervened with the 
Duke and urged him to surrender tho 
whole annuity after hiy succession to thd 
Coburg duchy, and it is also well known 
that Lord Salisbury and Mr. Gladstono, 
with whom the Dake consulted, gave him 
advice similar to that given by the Queen 
and Prince of Wales, It was with the 
greatest difficulty that they persuaded him 
to surrender the £15,000, bat nothing that 
could be said would induce her to give up 
the remaining £10,000 asthe Radicals will

Churchill, once the pot and rising hope of

debate on the ducal annuity, 

During the speeches of Messrs, Labou 
chore and Storey, Lord Randolph made 
numerous irrevelant and incoherent inter:

of derisive laughter from all parts of the 
House. His own speooh was a savage and 
vehement attack upon the Radicals in 
general and upon Henry Labouchero in 
partioular, 

Tho spoooh of Lord Randolph called 
forth a running fire of laughtor from tho 
Radical benches. He looked ill and was 
deoldedly excited, and be appeared to for 
get his misreprosontation of previous 
speoches, 

On the other hand, ha strowed his own 
with such phrases as ‘'rovolting senti 
monta” and “ yomiting radical trash.’ 
Lord Randolph Churchill also culogized 
Mr. Gladstone's “unfailing patriotism,” 
the suppression of which, ho CiRtEtoa} was 
a sorious loss to the House, The speaker 
then doscribed the wolting which he 
claimed Mr, Gladstone would have admin 
istered to Henry Labonchere had the 
veteran Liberal leador beon present on that 
occasion, The description which Lord 
Randolph then gave of Mr, Labouchere as 
“feasting and intoxicating himuelf on 
royal grants,” was received with « roar of 
significant laughter, 

During this remarkable speech Lord 
Randolph Churchill accused the Radical« 
of wanting to make the Duke of Edinburgh 
a crossing sweeper, whereupon Charles A. 
Conyboare (Radical) cried out; ‘ His 
mother has plenty of money.” 

The Chronicle, commenting upon Lord 
Randolph's speech, says: ‘It would be 
mercifulto draw a veil over the scene, 
Much to Mr, Balfour's rolief, towards the 
end of his speech, Lord Randolph quieted 
aud quoted an effective passage Fock a 
spoech made by O'Connell.

Dear Corsy,—I am in receipt of your 
note of the 12th instant, with copy of a 
resolution of the ‘‘Fores} and Stream 
Olnb” Bolleyville, regarding eolno fithing In 
the waters of the Bay of Qainte, and recom- 
mending that this order be recalled, 

Also, that notncrease be made in the 
{sane of gil net Hcenses, end that the use 
of nets of all kinds be restricted to the 
perlod between leb October and lab No- 
vember, except for herriug fishing, which 
should be allowed during the month of 
November. 

In reply thereto, I may state that the 
action of my Departmeno in prohibiting 
solue fishing was taken after full consider 
ation and {n tho Interest of tho horring and 
whitefish fisherles of Lake Ontario, Suoh 
prohibition {s necessary !n the neighbor 
of well known and yaluable spawning 
grounds like those of the Bay of Qalnte. 

Certato Belleville nelne fishermen have 
expressed oplatona {In Hrech opposition to 
the Olub's resolution and hayo tesillied to 
the extremely injarlous charaoter of these 
nots.

Mr, McMullen moved for coples of all 
lotiors, despatshes and correspondence bo 
twoen the Government and the High Com- 
missioner of Canada regarding the removat 
of tho embargo on Canadian cattle outer- 
ing into English ports. This was not the 
only Raper that cattlomon bad, -Last

trado it would be in tho interests of all 
the farmors of Canada. 

After recess Hon. Mr, Daly continued 
the discussion regarding tho cattle ein- 
URES: He said that the Government had 
mado a thorough investigation of the onse, 
and had loarned that disease did not oxiat 
among the cattle of Manitoba or the North- 
west. After specchos by Messrs, Mulock 
and Landerkin, the motion passed. 

Our Trade With the Staton, 


Mr. Charlton moved for returns showing 
the exports and imports between Canada 
and the United States. 

Mr. Kenny, in the course of a speech in 
reply, quoted from an address delivered in 
Boston by Mr. Laurier, in which he stated 
that the Interests of Canada and England 
must at somo time saparate, and that whon 
they did he (Mr, Laurier) believed that 
Canada’s interest wonld be identical with 
that of the United States, 

Mr, Laurier domied having™Mnade any 
such remarks at Boston. 

Hon. Mr. Wallaco said there were 
shipped to Great Britain, according to the 
trade and navigation returns for the past 
year, of animals and produots of the Cana- 
dian farms, $27,500,000, while to all the 
other countries of the world Canada only 
exported $4,277,000 worth, or not more 
than one-sixth of the products exported to 
England. He then spoko of the efforts 
which had been made in the past to obtain 
a reciprocity troaty. There could be no 
reciprocity treaty with the United States 
unless it discriminated against the 
Mother Country, Ho snid if thoy 
brought down a statement showing the ex- 
ports to the United States where they ex 
ceeded in value the exports to any other 
country, they onglit also to have @ similar 
atatement with reference to Great Britain 
antl be moved an amendment to Mr. 
Charlton’s motion to that effect. 

Dr. Gilmour and Dr. Landerkin followed 
and the motion asamended was adopted.

Making a Will. 


It should be the desire of every womau 
to have her business mattera in such con 
dition that, in the event of her death, her 
survivors may, with the smallest expendi- 
ture of time, energy and money, settle hor 
affaira in the manner which they know to 
have beon her wish. Whon such wishes 
havo been indicated in accordance with 
the legal requirements, in other words, 
when a will has been made which is legal: 
ly complete, the work of the survivors it 
made simple and the legal costs kept at « 
minimum «mount, 

For these reasons, therefore, if for no 
other, it is the duty of every person who it 
either the present or prospective owner of 
any property whatever—and eapecially 
whon this property be in the form of rea) 
‘estate—to make a will, which, by legal 
definition, is simply ‘‘the disposition of 
one’s property to take effect after death.” 

Women are usually more dilatory than 
mon about such matters, and it is, there 
fore, tothem especially that this artiole is 
directed. The wisdom of hafing tho wil) 
drawn whil health, when the nervout 
and morbid rs engendered by illnest 
are absent, and the person making it is 
able to order a cloar and reasonable distri:

The action of the Lon, mom 
bora for East Kent, orth Kwsex and Al 
ua, three of the ton Roman Catholic 
roaontatives in the Honse, gave color to 
the suspicion that the Roman Catholic 
hierarchy hid, as had been alleged, inter: 
fered with the civil rights of the mlnority, 
He repudiated the idea that any sooh 
undue influence had been exerted, | Sepa- 
rato school aupporters, he said, did not 
nak for the ballot, and when they did so 
{t would be timo enough to take the sub- 
joot up. The minority, he thought, aro 
suroly able to take caro of themselves in 
the matter of their own schools without 
any outside interference, 

Mr. Fraser was again unable to proceed 
with the dobate. His atvength was not 
equal to the strain aud with great reluct- 
ance he was compelled to resume his seat. 

Mr, Clancy rove in reply to Mr, Fraser, 
He regretred that the Minister of Public 
Works had been unable to proceed. He 
ontirely dissonted from the ground taken 
by the hon, gentleman. Hon, gentlemen 
told separate school supporters that thoy 
must resist the adoption of the ballot be- 
onuse bigots wore forcing it upon them, 
He would ask if a principle that had been 
recognized as a sound one as applied to 
municipal and parliamentary clections 
should be abandoned simply because it was 
found that some persons who were said to 
bigots were in favor of it, But it must 
not be forgotten that hon, gentlemen had 
raised this ory and driven the supporters 
of separate schools into a state of honest 
alarm, The principle of the ballot was no 
new thing in this oountry. It had been 
adopted in other elections as a sound 
principle and a safeguard against every in- 
tlaenoe of whatever kind. Why should 
any different rule apply to the election of 
trustees of Public and Separate schools? 
He would yote against the hon, gentle: 
man's bill because it had proved itselt to 
be only a halfway ond useless part of a 
prinoiple that had long ayo been adopted 
in all other matters, 

Mr, White (Essex) intimated that the 
speech mado by Mr. Conmee had been pre- 
pared for that gentleman, but it was not 
for him to say who the author might be. 
He objected to the bill, as, belug optional, 
the bickerings that had taken place in the 
House would bo transferred to the school 
sections, Inthe city of Windsor, where 
the ballot was used, there were no bicker- 
ings, and one school board administored 
the educational affairs of the city, He 
said’ the hon, gentloman was not in bis 
heart in favor of the bill, and objected to 
him tauutiug the Orangemen and the P. 
P, A., and endeavoring, as he claimed, to 
stir np hostility on the Opposition aide, 

Mr. Conmee—The hon. gentleman doesn't 
like that, 

Mr. White—I don't like the mode of the 
hon. meinber for Algoma. It is that of o 
Judas Iscariot, Mr. White contended, 
that, with referonce to the constitutional 
aspect of the question, it was perfectly 
within the right of this House to deal with 
this question, although he ndmitted that 
he did not think the House could take 
away or prejudiolally affect the rights of 
Roman Catholics, 

The House rose at one o'clock. 

Tn the afternoon Mr. White resumed his

Niagara Fatrs, N, Y., April 265,—The 
Niagara Falls Park & River Railway has 
struck asnag in the coustructibn of ita 
Incline railway to the Maid of the Mint 
landing on the Canadian side, and nothing 
was done yore 

It is understood the council of Niagara 
Falls, Ont., under the leadership of Ald. 
E. Davis, has enjoined thé” cotjpany from 
proceeding further. “Mr, Davis was one of 
the ownera of property in the park which 
was taken by the Government on thé assur- 
ance that all money-making enterprises, 
excopt such as were absolutely necessary 
for the convenionce of totrista, would be 
eliminated, ‘ 

The park commissioners, it is asserted, 
have now granted more privileges of this 
land than there were bofore, and the town 
of Niagara Falls has been deprived of con- 
siderable revenue which taxpayers in 
general most make up. Ald. Davie and 
many others are not pleased with this con- 
dition of affairs, and the atorm of opposi- 
tion hus finally burst. It is also rumored 
that the electric railway people may be 
prevented from laying «double track 
through the park. 


ROSEBERY TO THE UNIONISTS. 


Unity of the Empire at Home and Abroad

Lonpon, April $5,—the Prime Minister, 
Lord Rosebery, in a speech at a mecting of 
the City Liberal Club lnat evening, said he 
was of opinion that the English were be- 
coming exceedingly weary of tho eternal 
struggle for and against Irigh coercion.

Mr, Mnlock moved tho firat reading of 
the bill to fix the salury of the Governor- 
General, Ho said that under tlio Act the 
Governor-Genoral's salary had beon fixed 
at £10,000 sterling at the time of non 
federation, but that it could be altered at 
any time by Act of Parliament, He had 
carefully looked into the subject and 
found that since confederation, up to June

United States Will Enforce Strict Regu- 
lations on the Frontier, 


Burvaro, April 25.—Inspector of Im 
migration de Barry bas received from tho 
department a olroular to the immigration 
officers along the frontier of Mexlo», the 
Dominion of Canada and Newfoundland 
directing that in future all immigrants 
from those countries aro to be treated the 
Saino as immigrants from Europe and sub- 
jected to the samo rigid examination. 

Under this ruling every Canadian who 
comes intothe United States to work in 
future will be detained for oxamination 
every time he attempts to enter the coun- 
try. Conductors on trains and captains of 
vessels will have to furnish the sm) mani- 
fests of passengers as are pow furnished 
by the ocean liners, d these waniféests 
must be sworn to beforo a United States 
customs officer or an inspector of immi- 
gration. 

Inspector of Immigration de Barry has 
notified the captains of the boats plying 
between here and Canada of the require: 
monts of the department, and also served 
notices on the railroad companies, 

Mr, de Barry said that the new rogala- 
tions would put a stop to Canadians slip 
ping in without the knowledge of the im 
migration officers and would have the good 
effect of putting all immigrants under 
oath as to their being qualified to enter the 
United States before permitting them to 
land. It would prevent people living in 
Canada from working in the United States, 
asevory time they entered tle conntry 
they will be detained for examination.

Prrrsuuna, Pa,, April 26.—The miners’ 
strike las spread to the mine along 
the Kiskiminetas river.  Abont 8,000 
miners iu this district went out and de 
cided to ansint the United Mine Workers’ 
Union in the national movement, The 
movement will probably influence a com 
te wuspension of work in the bitami 
hons coal fields of Pennsylvania within 
the noxt day or two.

5 tohowan. The bill will also apply 





to the district of Keawatin Among other 
things it contains 4 provision forbidding 
abavlutely tho killfag of buffalo for a 
period of five years.

Mr. Daviu asked whether {t is the in 
tontiog of the Government to satisfy the 
claima of the officers, non-commissioned 
officers nnd men of tle Northwest mounted 
police force, and of the voluntoers attached 
to the suid Northwest mounted police 
force, for an issue of medals and sorip on 
the wame basis as that on which medals 
and sorip have beon granted to the militia 
of Canada, 

Hon. Mr. Ivea—One hundred and seventy 
members of the force have received medals 
under the provisions of the order in coun: 
cil wuthorizing the giving of the medals 
to such members of the force as were 
actually under fire, The Government 
have not the intention of issuing medals 
to other members of tlio force or to fesue 
scrip to any portion of the force, 

The Cattle Embargo. 

Mr. Smith (Ontario) asked if it was the 
intention of the Government to arrange 
for the presence of veterinary surgeons 
representing Canada atthe examination of 
the lunys of Canadian ‘cattle slanghtered 
at the port of debarkation in Great 
Britain, the President of the Board of 
Agriculture of Great Britain haying stated 
in the Imperial House of Commons that 
the removal of the embargo on Canadian 
cattle will depend on the result of the ex- 
anijuations of euch cattle, to be made dur- 
ing tho next few days. 

Hon, Mr, Foster said that Mr, William 
Hunting, FRC. V.S,, had been ‘appointed 
to represent Canada in any examination of 
lungs that might take place 

In answer to Sir Rickard Cartwright aud 
Mr, McMullen Hon, Mr, Fostor said that 
tho -exainiuotions would no doubt com- 
mence with the fret shipmont and proveed 
until the British minister of ogriculturs 
should be convinced that the cattle wore 
free from disease, 

Mr. MoMullen suggested that the Goy- 
ernment should buy lots in different dis- 
tricts wnd make an immediate shipment. 
It was highly desirable that the market 
should be opened as rapidly as possible. 

How, Mr, Poster said the shipmont of 
speciinen lots would hardly meet the 
necessities of the case, Tho shipments 
must be in tho ordinary course of trade. 

Manitoba School Question, 

Sir John Thompson resnmed tho'debute 
on the motion of Mr, ‘lirte for papers re- 
specting the Manitoba schools, aud ‘ordin- 
ances adopted by the Legislature ‘of the 
Northwost Territories in 1892. He did not 
intend, he suid, to at presént eater into 
an exhaustive defénce of tho Government's 
action ou the question, for the simple 
reason that statements that might be made 
might easily affect the result’ of the con- 
sideration that the subject was récolving. 
As members of the House had already be- 
come Aware through the press and ‘obser- 
yations made in the House, the Executive 
bere had made a rejnest to the Lieutenant 
Governor of thy Territories to cotivey to 
tho Logivlature of the Territories the great 
desire folt by Hiv Excellency and “his ad- 
visers that the Legislature of the North 
west Territories should reconsider the 
whole subject of edusation in the Terri- 
tories, with a view of giving redress to 
avy grievances which existed there in re- 
gard to education, and with # view like- 
wise of giving any safeguards which were 
needed inorder to make any portion of 
the people of the Territories feel that thelt 
rights wore safeguarded and preserved, 

Before discussing the matter as rogards 
tho Territories hw desired to suy a fow 
words on thy subject of the eddcational 
question im Manitoba, Mr, ‘Tarts had 
jntroduced that subject in the early part 








of his remarks upon the motion, and 
strongly chullenged the position of the 
Government and himself (Sir John)! in re- 





lation to it. As regard’ his own position, 
which Mr, Tarte liad said was that he had 
nade # ditect promive that retuedial legis 
lation would be given if the litigation test- 
he validity of the action failed, he had 
« few words to way. He had oxplained 
last session and had shown tho report pre- 
sented by himself to His Excellency three 
Years ago containing no promise whatever 
beounse the fact Was that the report was a 
roport upon petitions for redress, und ho 
was tnerely indicating as he was bound to 
do what course might properly be 
followed, in his opinion by the exe 
cutive at Oltiwa as regards these petitions,

tho tseertions which 
had been wade in thin Moose that separate 
schools had practivally ceased to exist in 
the Northwest torritories, Separate 
sehoola received public ald there still, 
Ho denied the assertion that no person 
was qualified wider the ordinance of 1802 
to tench in the territories tuless, in ad 
dition to edneatiounl qualifications, that 
porson had passed some protracted terin 
at the normal sohools of the ritories, 
and therefore that persons whose profes 
sion was religion, aud who lived in com 
munitivs, wero not able to conform to 
this new regulation and attend the norinal 
schools, In tho first place, thia regulation 
did not apply to teachers at present au- 
thorized to tench, and aa regards those 
who songht authority herenfter to teach in 
tho territories, there were certain limita 
tions to the rule, An exception was made 
in the case of those who from their calling 
iu life were unable to attend the Normal 
schools, but had othor certificates to the 
standard. There was a further exemption 
on behalf of those who had obtaiued such 
cortificates in Manitoba and in Ontario, 
and ho believed it was under the consider- 
ation of the Board of Edneation that the 
exemption should also apply to Quebeo, 
This regulation, moreover, was passed in 
1891 and not in 1892, 

As regards the question of a uniform sot 
of books for Protystaut and Roman Cath- 
olic schools alike, the Premier showed the 
House that the first step towards finally 
settling a uniform set of books was 
adopted by the Roman Catholic division 
of the Board of Education before the Act 
of 1892 was passed, 

The school books in use in the terri- 
tories wero the sume as those in 
use in the Ontario Separate schools. 

Sir John went on to say that it was only 
in October that he received 4 letter com- 
plaining of the ordinance, and the first 
petition in November. It therefore 
seemed to him plainly the obligation of 
the executive to decline todisallow under 
these circumstances, there being no time to 
receive the views and replies of the parties 
concerned, He wished particularly to call 
the attention of the House to the difference 
which existed between disallowance as 
royards thé Northwest Territories, aud the 
provinces, With reapect to the language 
question he submitted that present inform: 
ation did not warrant the Hota in inter- 
fering. French was not abolished in the 
Northwest schools, but an English edaca- 
tion was compulsory, and surely in a 
mixed community this would prove a 
benefit. 

In conclusion, Sir John ridiculed the 
reports that there had been differences of 
opinion in the executive on the question. 

Mr. Laurier Is Glad. 

fon, Mr, Laurier said that he was glad 
that at last the Government bad rendered 
4 decision upon the question, and lad not 
again eheltered themselves behind « de: 
cision of the Supreme Court, He urgéd

and liberties, He asked any Protestant in 
the House to point to a single grievance or 
injustice which had been done the 
Protustant minority of Quebec, 

‘The motion was carried, 

Mr, Charlton moved the second reading

NOT A MONOSYLLABIG LANGUAGE. 
Ohinose Made Up of 60,000 Characters Not 
DiMecult to Learn. 

Thore aro nbout 60,000 characters in the 
Chinese langnage proper, but the average 
Chinaman no more learna all of thoso 
characters than the every-day person 
in this country learns the 100,000 words in 
the English language, The Chinaman, 
howover, learns on the average moro 
than we in a similar position in life. 
A Chinaman who can neither read nor 
write is o rarity, according to the New 
York Evening Post, Chinose is not a mono- 
syllabic langunge, a5 many suppose, and it 
is impossible to utter in Chinose any but the 
shortest sentences in monosyllables. In 
writing, the Chinaman makes one compli- 
cated but integral character for ench word, 
but that word may be properly spoken in 
two, three or four syllables. His syllables 
are divided by no longer intervals than are 
his words, and that is what makes the 
language sound to a foreigner like a sing 
fong jargon, We do not know whether he 
4s telling a story or attempting a song. 
The Chinese perhaps thinks the xaino thing 
of an Amorican, who bites off hia words 
and swallows them, or telescopes one into 
the other. Business men thrown in con 
tact with Chinese merchants who speak 
yure Chinese say that itis not dificult to 
earn, Instead of twenty-six letters, not 
including the useless & the Chinese hive 
500 or 600 syllables, and these are com 
bined into various forms to make the 60, 
000 words in their “dictionary.” ‘These 
syllables vary in meaning according to the 
tone in which they are spoken or the 
strokes used in writing them. 

A Chinaman can unite any two of tho 
600 syllables and make an intelligent 
word. This is not the case with the iy 
lish language. ‘Chis tlexibility ia perhaps 
owing to the shortness of their words (el 
dom more than three syllables) and the 
tono or strokes belonging to the syllables 
when spoken or written, A syllable may 
moan one of a hundred things, wud its pur 
ticular meaning is limited by plu 
another aylluble of similar significance 
fore or after it, using its partionlar tone, 
or stroke when writing. Sometimes the 
syllables are uttered in such rapid succe; 
sion that they seemingly form one word, 
but the trained Chinese ear notes the tones, 
and he js easily undersiood—the mar. 
subtleties of accent - 
ing the expression to a 
He doos not. haye to atate 
position, and then, in order 
himself clear, restate it by tho usual ‘or, 
in other words,” There are no ‘‘ythor 
words” with the Chinese. ‘Iho tono gives | 
the meaning. The Chinese have a system | 
ot 214 radicals, having various strokes | 
from one to seventeen, Which are combin- 
od with the characters, Exch radical has 
a separate meaning, gonerally donoting tfio | 
simplest object, as man, sky, earth, water, 
kiug. Tho student firat learn these, which 
anawor to the A BC; he next studies the 
nyllablos, or combinations, and thus ho has 
learned to read and spoll. Grouping the 
syllablos into words depends upon hin pow 
ora of spooch or of composition in writing, 
What is popularly known as “slang” is not | 
known to the Chinoso, ‘Choir language in | 
sufficiently copious withont resorting to 
the brutal forms of speech, The most |

Inthe 
tiros place, L think to must bo reeognled 
that, ao tho phrase ls put,it Ss considered 
of equal fmp.rtacee whethor a man bays 
or solleiu the eyea of hon, gontlomon the 
buyer ond soller svaud on tho same plane. 
Bub te tp nod mantfost that tho buyor lau 
man who oan boy whou ho will, whilo the 
rellor, from foroe of clroumstences, Is ofton 





compelled to sell whother he will or not! 
Wioh the buyer action Is voluntary ; If ho 
cannob gob what he wants In one place he 
can gob 1) in another; if he cannot got 
what he wants now he oan awalt tho better 
oppordanity. Bat the seller as a role must 
tako what he can get for his goods, It 
sooms to mo that lf we were to apply the 
rule to the cane of any buolnoss man, wo 
would age the fallacy of this maxim about 
always belng able to buy In the cheapoad 
marked and sellin the dearest, Take, for 
for example, & busluesy man in avy lino, | 
caro not whet, He has in his porsession an 
oubpot which he can dispose of upon oor- 
tain torms in tho home marked. Bab tho 
opporcunity Je offered to him to sell abroad 
abo for higher figure than he can 
obtain in the home marked. And so ho 
nolls his outpud to a forolgn purchasor. 
He has dono a thing which gentlomon op- 
ponite consider it desirable to do, haying 
sold In the deorest market, But, with his 
next season's oubput, he comes back to the 
home markot and finds tb in tho possession 
of his rivals, His former customers. nob 
being able to buy from him, have boon 
obliged to play elsewhere, So far as he te 
concerned the morket upon which ho had 
depended for his business is a thing of the 
past. Though, fo the alogle transsctlon 
abroad he made monuy, yed looking ab tb 
as a basinoss tranvaction fb is found to be 
most anfortunae. And tho same rule that 
applies to individuals applies to natfous, The 
great thing ts nob to make money in one 
transaction, bat to have such a corrent of 
trade flowing from those of every ocoupa- 
tlon throughout the country that for every 
man there shall be steady employment and 
en honestday’s wage for ap honestday’s 
toll. And I ventore to say that if the effeod 
of buylng {n the cheapest market and aell- 
{ng in the dearest ia to deprive home labor 
of due compensation for its exertion, tb will 
be found by that nation that the cheapest 
market in the end, {fs the dearest that can 
powalbly be found. It is assumed as an 
element of the polloy aupported by hon, 
gentlemen opposite that the laborer in any 
line {s dependent only on the business 
carried on by that parbioular line, and thus 
they fall to give welght to the fact, which 
I have already poluted out, that ovory line 
of business and Industry fs so Interwoven 
wibh the others that you cannot strike one 
without wounding all, We have iiluotra- 
tlons lu the histories of other lands that 
show that the duty devolving upon poll- 
tlolana with regard to the tariff fs the same 
as that devolving upon the business man 
with regard to his business—that ls to rega- 
late the tariff or the business that those in- 
terested may havowsteady occupation from 
the beginning to the ead of the year. And 
though It may happon that goods can be 
produced at a cheaper rato elnewhoro than 
they opn be produced here, {fb does nob 
necessarily follow that ft is in tho inveftat 
of our people to prefer the goods of a 
forelgn land to che negleci of those pro- 
duced ob greater expense here, We havea 
striking example of that In the case of Den- 
mark, Theaklilof the Danish people in 
the production of woven goods Is well 
known and they trost to that skill for the 
supply of thelr own wants, though they 
could purchase the goods cheaper from 
British looms, But they know thad they 
havo thelrlong Danish winters tu which 
thoy have no other means of occupying the 
time and thoy spond what would otherwise 
be idle tlme in the manafactare of kuitted 
and woven goods, thus maintaining an In- 
dustry in the country, and furnt 
ployment and wages for labor tui 
sending tholr money to a foreign land. If 
hon, gentlemen will conalder for a moment 
whether It fs better to purchase in Oanada 
or in some forelgn'country, ib seems to me 
that the polnt fs so clear thab 
only one conclusion Is posttble, If 
we desire to buy our manafacbured goods 
abroad we must send abroad our products, 
mining, manufoctaring, or ‘agricultural. 
Take for instance agricultural products. A 
man deslres to boy a certain amvuunt of 
goods manufactured abroad. To do so he 
sends ont bis agricultural products. Those 
are bulky aad the cost of transportation ts 
great, and the unfortunate Canadian mast 
pay the coat of transportation to the Brit- 
{eh manofacturere, Would It not be better, 
{ostoad of sending those agricultural pro: 
ducts out of the country, paying frleght and 
exchanging them for manufactured goods 
in tho manufacture of which Bratlsh arb- 
{sans had been maintained and through 
them ‘the maltitude of local tradesmen, 
manufacturers and farmers to tho benefit 
of that oountry—would {b would not be 
better, L aay, for our people to manufac: 
ture at home by diatribution among those 
engaged in manofactores here and spend 
the money among thomaolyeulnatoad ofnond- 
Ing {t to be expended In another country 7 
Although It might seem ab firat glance that 
these prinolples were so clear that no man 
fora moment would question them, hon. 
gentlemen opposite have called them In 
tion, They seem to have seb up a 
rd of thelr own—I1 venture to say, 
ndard of thelr own, because there ts 
no olyillzod country in the world whose 
whole fiscal system fs nob founded on pro- 
tection, 1 do nob Intend to ccoupy the 
time of thla House by diacusslng the par- 
tloular system that has boon reforrod to. 
Weare aware that in Groat Britalv, for 
d centuries, a system of pro- 
maintatned such as hea nover 
been seen tn any vbher lan’ ud 1b was 
only when, through tho offects of this sys- 
tem of protection, {b became noceasary for 
the British people to obtain free agricul 

toral produote for the artisan and mochan- 
{ca in thelr mills, when they had attained 
the supremacy of the manufacturlog 
world, that they throw down tho barrlors, 
knowing well that they could hold thelr 
own sgalnst all competition, But I would 
like to call the attention of the Houre to 
this fact, that in the very country which ts 
reforred to as tho froo trade cour the 
very country in which Parliament admitted 
the products of tho roll freo tn order to 
fornish food to tholr working classes, otill, 
{f ono will look beneath the surface of that 
monouro, {b will be ovldont that Ib was just 
as mach a protective meénsure as any pro- 
tectlve measure we have on the statute- 
book of this country, The colroumatances 
of the two countrios are ontiroly diverse.

the free trade taritl—ao called—bobwoon 
France and Great Britain. Wo know also 
that whon tho ompiro became a thivg of the 
past, and when the republlo entered upon 
the atage and the poople of France wore 
burdened with the must prodigious debt 
that had ever carsed any land, when even 
hor best [rlonds sapposed that she could 
never rooovor horaelf, that she could 
never again be prosperous ander such a 
load, otill wo remember how France, with 
that oblvalry which is charactoriatic of tho 
race, wont to work, pald off the debt yoar 
by yoar, by ab once adopting a protective 
polley, which they have continued up to 
tho proscnt day. If woe look to tho great 
empire alongside France, if we look to 
Prusola, ao tar back as the days of tho 
great Frederlok, we learn that he was » 
protectlonlet—es his great blographer, 
Carlisle, sald, no man was over lees of » 
feoo trador than Frodorlok—he loatituted 
@ syatem of protection which continued for 
® time, aud the country prospered. Even 
uaoder the great Napoleouio wars, which de- 
vastated largo portions of the klogdom, 
still, from the very fao> that British goods 
were kept out, manafactures flourished In 
the kingdom of Prussla, and the country 
prospered, After a while the poople were 
inclined to throw dowa tho barrier, aud 
thoy gave free trade o trial, Bub with 
what rosult? With the resulb thas in 1819 
the king appointed # commission to invest- 
igaic the causes of the depression that ox 

isted in the kingdom of Prusals, ond thoy 
repor.ed lu favor of an immedinto relucu 
toa protective tariff, which was ab once 
done, 1b is well known that a moderate 
protective tariff was the cause that led to 
the adoption of the Zolivereln, under 
which the country prospered so much, tho 
objects of which were defined to be: 

A prudent and well ocnstructed tariff of 
duties to protect and encourage German manu 
factures, to exclude by duties the foreigu pro- 
ducer from the German market, and to extend 
ths importation of the products of their in, 
dustry to foreign markets, 

But, Sir, theyjfellfrom grace. In 1864, 
following the example set by France,which 
had lately made # commercial treaty with 
Groat Britain, they prococded to resdjast 
the duties fn Pruasla, with the inovitable 
reealt that for fifteen years, from 1864 to 
1879, the manufasturers of that country 
were depressed apd almost starved oub. 
Thon again the Government tnqalred In! 
the subject, with the anfailing result that 
they once more adopted the protectlye 
tariff under which Prossla has prospered 
from that time till to-day. Then, in the 
Empire of Russia, if we go away back to 
the yeara prior to the ware of Napoleon,we 
find that thad codutry was under a pro- 
teotlye tariff, and during those wars, whou 
British goods weré prohibited from enter- 
fog Into Ruasla, the country yaa able to 
undergo the great strain to which It was 
subjected. Bat after the civse of the 
war they again absardoned the prin- 
olple of protection and fell into 
the ways of free trade, wtih the toevit 
ablo ry.uib that, owlng ov the fatiure of the 
system, protection waa egaia restored iu 
1822, So high was their protective tarlif 
that they were obliged to modify it some 
what, and in 1869 they reduced their datles 
to 36 por cent all roond. i might also 
mention tha Sweden aud Denmerk sro 
protocilonist countries, Now, lot us look 
to the great republic to the south of us, 
Hon. gentlemen taunted us abt the begtun- 
{og of this debate, that we were furgettlog 
the teachings of the mother land and were 
now adopting thoue of thu repubilo to the 
eouth cf us. Well, 1 think I have shown 
that the great republic can hardly claim to 
be the teacher of the world with regard to 
protectionlat doctrines, Bab there ts gener: 
ally a gorm of trath {n almost any relterat- 
ed atatoment, and there was a germ of 
truth {n that statement, in this sense, that 
after they were firs) introduced, for fifty 
yeara the United States enjoyed the bene: 
fice of protective dativs, and | fancy in that 
rospeot we in Canada will be found ready 
and willing to follow thelr example. 1 do 
not refer to elther the Republican policy or 
to the Democratic polloy, bub to the 
National Polloy, which waa maintained tn 
thet country for generations. As early 
as thelr vory firat Congress, the second 
Bill assented to by General Washington 
contalued this preamble : 

Tt was necessary, for the support of the Gov- 
ernment, for the discharge of the debt of the 
United #tates, and the encouragement and pro: 
tection of mauvfactures, that duties should be 
Inid. 

And ao satlefactory was the result, that the 
duties wore Increased from time to time—in 
1790, and aftor tho war, {n 1814 and 1816. 
In 1824 there there was a strong protective 
tariff, So satlafac.ory wae tho tariff that 
the datlon wero raised gala in 1828, and 
iu 1831 wpoakers throughout that country 
pointed to the fact, that there nover had 
beon auch yoars of plenty aud prosperity In 
the United States as since the adoption of 
thelr most highly protective tarlif of 1824. 
But people are inclined to be reatloss, and 
the unfortunate divislons betwoen the 
north and south arose, Concessions were 
made, not by apy means free trado or a 
rovenue tarriff, bub atill a somewhat loss 
protective tariff was adopted tn 1833. Tho 
country soon found that ite industries be- 
gen to langatoh, and in 1842 they again ro- 
tarned to a higher protection. In only

Tho human race has during centuries 
beet jinproving. For awhile it deflected 
and dezenerated, and from what Ioan 
read, for wea tho whole tendonoy waa to 
wards barbarian, Bat under the evor 
widening ond deepening inflaence of 
Christinnity the tendency Is now in the 
upward direction, ‘The physleal appear 
auve of tho human race je soveuly five por 
cont, more attractive than in the sixtoonth, 
a teonth or eighteenth centuries, From 
tho pictures on canvas and tho faces and 
formm in sculpture of thoas who were con- 
sidered the grand looking mon aud attrac: 
tive women of two hundred yoara ago, I 
conclude the superiority of the mon and 
wouwn of our tine, Such looking people 
of the past centurios as painting and sculp- 
ture havo presented as fino specimens of 
bewnty and dignity, would be in our timo 
considered deformity and repulsivenoss 
comploto, Tho fact that many men and 
wonien in antedilavian times were cight 
and ton feet high tended to make the hu- 
mun race obnoxious rathor than winning. 
Such portable mountains of human flesh 
did not add to the charms of the world, 

Bat in no climate and in no age did there 
eyor appear anyone who, in physical at- 
tractivenoss could be corpared to Him 
whom my toxt celebrates, thonsands of 
yours before He put His infantile foot on 
the hill back of Bethlehem, He was and 
is altogether lovely. ‘Che physical appear- 
ance of Christ is, for the most part, an ar: 
tlatic guess, Some writers declare Him to 
have been a brunette or dark complexion. 
ed, and others a blonde or light complex- 
joned, St. Johu of Damascus, writing 
sloven hundred years ogo, and eo much 
nearer than ourselves to the time of Christ, 
and henoe With more likelihood of an ac. 
ourate tradition, represents Him with beard 
black and curly, eyebrows joined together, 
and “yellow complexion, and long fingers 
like His mother.” Another, writing fifteen 
hundred years ago, represents Christ as a 
blonde, “His hair the color of wine and 
golden at the root; straight and without 
lustre, bat from the level of the eura curl: 
ing and glossy, and divided down the cen- 
tro after the fashion of the Nazarenes; 
His forehead is even and smooth; His face 
without blemish, and enhanced by a tem- 
pered blooin; His conntenance Ingenious 
and kind, Nose and mouth are in no way 
faulty. Hie beard fs full, of the samo 
color as His hair, and torked in form; His 
eyes blue and extremely brilliant.” 

My opinion fs it was a Jowinh face. His 
mothdér was a Jowess, and there is no wo- 
manhood on earth more boautifal than 
Jewish womanhood, Alas! that he lived 
#0 long before the Daguerrean and photo: 
graphic.arta were born, or we might haye 
known His exact features, I know that 
Sculpture aud Painting were born long be- 
fore Christ, and they might havo trans. 
ferred from Olden tinidsto our times the 
forehead, tho nostril, the eye, the lips of 
our Lord, Phidias, the sculptor, put down 
hia chisel of enchantment fivo hundred 
yenrs before Christ came, Why did not 
aome one take up that chisel, and give ua 
the side face or full face of our Lord? 
Polygnotus, the painter, put down his 
yoncil four hundred yoars before Christ, 
Why did not some one take it up and give us 
‘At least the eye of our Lord, tlie oye, that 
hovorelgn of the face? Dionysius, ‘tlie lit- 
rary artist, who saw at Heliopolis, Egypt, 
tho strange darkening of the heavens at the 
time of Christ's orncifixion hear Jerusalem, 
and not knoWing what it was, but desorib- 
ing it as apodulinreclipae Of the wun, and 
saying, ither the Deity siffers or sym- 
pathizes with somo sufferer,” that Diony- 
sins might have pnt his peu to the work, 
and drawn the portrait of our Lord, But 
nol the fitie arts were buay porpetuating 
the form and appearance of the world’s 
favorites only, und not the form and ap- 
pearance of the peasantry, among whom 
Christ appenred. 

It was not until tho fifteenth contury, or 
until more than fourteen hundred years 
atter Christ, that talented painters at 
tompted by pencil to give us the iden of 
Christ's face, Tho pictures before that 
time were so offensive that the Council at 
Constantinople forbade their exhibition.» 
Bat Leonardo Da Vinci, in tho fifteenth 
contury, presented Christ's face on two 
canyusées, yot tho one was a repulsive face 
and the otlier an offeminate face.

Tho Welsh Disestablishment si}, 
Lonpor, April 28.—Mr, Aasquitli’s re- 
marke in introducing the Welsh disestab 
Mshment bill referred to the fact that 
twelve parishes in Enylish dioceses would 
be disondowed and disestablished, bat on 
the other hand fourteon Welsh parishes in 
the diocese of St. Asaph would be trans 
ferred to some English diocese, ‘Tho 
treitment of a number of boundary par- 
ishea involved delicate questious, aud 
wonld be considered, therefore, by special 
commisaioners, If the bill should be 
passed in the presont year it would become 
effective on Janttary 1, 1896, All public 
nnd private rights in patronage would 
then become extingt. No Welsh bishops 
would sit in the House of Lords. Ecclosi- 
astical law in Wales would cease and the 
courts woul be deprived of their power, 
Existing doctrines wud ordinances would 
continue, although without force of law. 
Tho power to hold synods would be pre- 
served, and the church would be em- 
powered to appoint a body to hold pro- 
porty in its bebalf. And the Government 
proposed to appoint three permanent 
commissionors to carry ont the provisions 
of the bill 
Mussen ye, The Canada Atlantic. 
Lonpon, April 28,—Tho appeal from the 
ta ry of the Quebeo Court of Queen's 
jonch in the oase of Mussen vs, Tho Cans 
ada Atlantic Railway, has been decided by 
the Privy Council, dismissing tho appoul 
with costs. Tho caso arose out of a dis 
ute about the indemnity for depreciation 
fh yalue of certain property belonging to 
the late Mr, Wm.

CELEBRATED HOTEL DESTROYED. 


The St. Charles, in New Orleans, Burned 
to the Ground-—One Life Lost. 


New Onvxans, April 80.—The impos- 
ing front of the St, Charlea hotel, with its 
spacious porticos surmounted by a domo 
of majestic dimensions and classio archi: 
tecture in the contre of the block, is all 
that is left standing of the most famous 
hostelry in the United States; within 
whose walls Jefferson Davis, Judah P, 
Benjamin and the other leading tigures of 
the Confederacy formed the first plans for 
tho estublishiment of a new republic be. 
fore they started for Richmond, where no 
less than six congressional committees 
have sat trying to solve what becamo 
known as tho Louisiatia question after the 
war, and where Presidents, Kingd and 
notabilities from every nation on the face 
of the globe who have visited New Orleans 
have beon sheltered, 

The fire, which raged within its walls 
all Saturday night, started in the kitchen. 
The flumes ate thoir way along the wood- 
work with amazing rapidity, and, owing 
tothe inability of the firemen to get at 
them, it soon became manifest ‘that! thoir 
efforta would prove fatile. The hundred 
or more guests had about all retired, aud 
though mauy had been awakened the night 
clerk sent messengers to every room oc 
cupied, and thus there was no possibility 
ofany of them having been cut offfrom 
escape, as the flames did not reach the 
main portion of the structure for fuily 
half an hour after the fire was discovered, 
Panic seized them, however, and they 
rushed about frantically, most of them in 
their night clothes, and although there 
was ample opportunity to got down the 
broad stairway it took the efforts of tho 
cooler heads to prevent the most impetious 
trom throwing themselves from the second, 
third and fourth storey windows. The 
only man who did jump from «a window 
Was an unknown man, who dropped from 
a third-storey window toashed, but was 
uot injured, as he got up and walked of. 

John Kiley, a banker, occupied a room 
on the fourth story of the rear portion of 
ahe building. A spiral stairway led from 
this part of the building to the court be- 
low. Riley gained thestairway after pasa- 
ing through the flames which swept past 
his floor, but tumbled and fell. He 
cunght hold of some broken bannisters at 
the third storey after he had rolled partl 
off the stairway, He attempted to puil 
himself ap but was unable to do ao, and 
foll with # crash upon the stone pavements 
beneath, He lived scarcely a minute.

the kinotoscope with the phouograph. 

“Tt is in the traveling expenses of a 
largo nombor of porsons that the profits 
of theatrical companies are used up,” said 
Mr. Edison, the othor day. ‘With this 
inmachine, when perfected, a couple of men 
could travel from place to place, hire a 
hall, and show upon a white screen all the 
scenes from a play or opera, The phouo 
graph at the cafe time conld give the 
words or music.
